Government Has No

has knocked another hole in the wall 
that bars gays and lesbians from open¬ 
ly serving in the military. The govern¬ 
ment has missed the deadline to file an 
appeal requesting an en banc review by 
the 9th Circuit Court of an August 31 
decision that allows Meinhold to stay in 
the Navy. 

John McGuire, Meinhold’s attorney, declared victory 
and called the government’s inaction “an acknowledgment 
that the court’s decision is correct and that the gay ban is

Gingrich Dreams of 
Paralyzing White House 

Driven by Hatred of Surgeon General 
Joycelyn Elders, Among Others

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
During an election strategy 
session with a group of Re¬ 
publicans last week, Repub¬ 
lican Congressman Newt 
Gingrich of Georgia said the 
GOP should portray Clinton 
Democrats as “the enemy of 
normal Americans. ” 


He also said, according to a confidential 
memo, if Republicans win control of the 
House next month they’ll try to paralyze the 
Clinton administration with “subpoena 
power,” by creating as many as 20 subcom¬ 
mittees and task forces to investigate the 
White House. 

The four-page memo, written by one 
participant at the meeting, detailed 
Gingrich’s plan to win Republican con¬ 
trol of the House on November 8 for the 
first time in 40 years, and how he would 
execute such power to secure a GOP

The first two years of the Clinton Administration 
have resulted in greatly increased attention to the 
AIDS epidemic, Congresswoman Nancy Pelosi, D- 
SF, told an estimated 500 women as she led off pub¬ 
lic policy discussion Friday, October 14 at the two- 
day Women with HIV Update at the Palace of Fine 
Arts. 

Pelosi cited progress to date on federal efforts to address the issue of 
Women with HIV/AIDS, as well as the progress made on women’s health 
issues in the 103rd Congress. 

“Because sexual contact with HIV-infected injection drug users is the pri¬ 
mary way in which women become HIV infected, I am working with several 
of my colleagues to place new emphasis on preventing initial infection through 
shared needle use,” Pelosi said. “This prevention effort must focus on street

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Feds To Fund Mental Health 
Services at S.F. HIV Facility

Walden House, Inc. of San Francisco will 
receive $339,319 as one of the first recipients of a 
federal grant specifically earmarked to develop 
mental health services for persons living with 
HIV/AIDS and their families or partners. 

Health and Human Services Secretary 
Donna E. Shalala announced Monday, October 
17 that about $4.1 million in cooperative 
agreement demonstration grants had been 
awarded to 11 community organizations - 
including Walden House - to demonstrate 
delivery of high-quality mental health services 
for people affected by and living with 
HIV/AIDS. 

The program will target groups that have been 
hardest hit by HIV/AIDS, including gay and 
bisexual men, people of color, substance abusers, 
and homeless people, Shalala said. 

Funds were also granted to the Research 
Triangle Institute of Raleigh, North Carolina to 
evaluate the quality of effectiveness of services 
rendered. 

‘There is a significant demand for mental health 
services for people affected by and living with 
HIV/AIDS. This new program will enable us to 
begin to meet the compelling mental health needs 
of those living with and affected by HIV/AIDS and 
to help prevent further transmission of the virus,” 
said Dr. Philip R. Lee, former president of the San 
Francisco Health Commission, who left the city to 
become assistant secretary for health and director 
of the U. S. Public Health Service in the Clinton 
Administration. 

“As a result of these services, adherence to med¬ 


ical treatment should increase, the risk of suicide 
should decrease, and work capacity should improve. 
The program also will provide data on community- 
based models that work and can be replicated on a 
national level,” 
Lee said. 

Walden House, 
Inc., will target 
substance abu¬ 
sers with HIV/ 
AIDS, including 
gay and bisexual 
men and women 
in jails and pris¬ 
ons. An estimat¬ 
ed 850 people 
will be served. 

Dr. Brian 
Greenberg at 
Walden House 
was on vacation 
and not avail¬ 
able for immedi¬ 
ate comment. 

Federal offi¬ 
cials said the 
Walden House 
project would be 
a model for a large-scale, cost-efficient treatment 
program for persons with a dual diagnosis of sub¬ 
stance abuse and HIV/AIDS. 

“Each year, Walden House will produce a manual 
outlining and evaluating services offered, so the data can 
be disseminated and successful components replicated 
elsewhere,” a summary from the U.S. Public Health 
Service Center for Mental Health Services says. T 



Cisneros Visits Rafiki House, 
Pledges Support for HIV Housing

Housing and Urban 
Development Secretary Henry 
Cisneros came to San Francisco 
last Thursday, to announce the 
establishment of a national 
office for AIDS/HIV housing at 
a press conference at Rafiki 
House. 

Cisneros appeared at the 
October 13 press conference 
with Assistant Secretary 
Roberta Achtenberg and HUD 
Western Regional Director Art 
Agnos. 

“There is a desperate need 
for safe shelter that provides not 
only protection and comfort, 
but also a base from which to 
receive services, care, and sup¬ 
port ” Cisneros said. 

The announcement was 
hailed as a “victory for people 
living with HIV Disease,” 
according to Aimee Berenson, 
legislative counsel of the D.C.- 
based AIDS Action Council. 

Cisneros “has also pledged 
to allocate 5,000 of his discre¬ 
tionary section 8 housing assis¬ 
tance vouchers for people with 
HIV/AIDS available, and to 
join with the Department of 
Health and Human Services in 
conducting demonstration pro¬ 
jects on HIV prevention in pub¬ 
lic housing,” Berenson said. 

“I’m glad he made the 
announcement at Rafiki 
House” said San Francisco 
Redevelopment Commission 
President Jon Kouba. “It’s very 
important that they set up an 
Office of AIDS. It institutional¬ 
izes services for people with 
HIV and AIDS at HUD. 

“There had been some dis¬ 
cussion of merging Housing Of 
People With AIDS funds with

Section 8 funds for the poor, but 
poor people with HIV don’t 
have the same needs,” Kouba 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

“I want to congratulate the 
San Francisco Black Coalition 
on AIDS and Rafiki House on 
their grant award under the 
HOWPA program of HUD,” 
said Congresswoman Nancy 
Pelosi in a press statement. 

Pelosi was a co-author of the 
legislation that created the fed¬ 
eral AIDS Housing 
Opportunities Act to provide 
funds for capital expenses, leas¬ 
es, and rental assistance for 
people with AIDS. Pelosi also 
helped secure $186 million in 
HOWPA funds for fiscal year 
1995. 

San Francisco received an 
estimated $10 million in 
HOWPA funds in 1994. 

Rafiki House received 
$718,000 in a three-year HUD 
“national significance grant” 
that will allow the agency to 


develop its capacities organiza¬ 
tionally. 

The grant will allow the 
agency to expand and build an 
administrative and fiscal infra¬ 
structure to provide more hous¬ 
ing to homeless people with 
HIV, said BCOA executive 
director Gerald Lenoir. 

“We are very excited. It’s 
spread over three years and 
allows the agency to begin to 
build our organizational capaci¬ 
ty to do more housing,” Lenoir 
told the B.A.R.. 

Lenoir said that Assistant 
HUD Secretary Roberta 
Achtenberg was “in large part” 
responsible for such programs 
at HUD. 

“She has been a great advo¬ 
cate for housing for people with 
HIV,” Lenoir said. 

Lenoir also said the estab¬ 
lishment of an Office of AIDS 
within HUD would allow agen¬ 
cies a point of contact within 
the federal bureaucracy to facil¬ 
itate problem-solving when 
needed. 

Lenoir also said that the 
commitment from Cisneros also 
demonstrated that HUD was 
attempting to be flexible and 
responsive about housing needs. 

BCOA currently provides 
eight beds at Rafiki House for 
people with HIV and AIDS, and 
is planning on expanding the 
capacity to 14. The agency is 
also exploring other options, 
including collaboration with 
other housing agencies in pro¬ 
viding transitional and perma¬ 
nent housing for people with 
HIV. 

Rafiki Services also provides 
emotional and practical support 
to an estimated 35 clients a 
month. T

Community Thrift Store Turns 14 and Gets a Facelift

Get out of the closet and into 
the store - the Community Thrift 
Store (CTS) that is - and see its 
spiffy new look. 

Located at 623 - 625 Valencia, 
the newly revitalized CTS is a 
fundraising project of the Tavern 
Guild Foundation, open seven 
days a week from 10 a.m. to 7 
p.m. Recent improvements to the 
facility include new floors, new 
glass doors, fresh paint, new light¬ 
ing, new shelving, an improved 
entrance, better displays, and the 
removal of partitions between the 
structures that house the store. 

As befits its new look, the thrift 
store will be the site of a hot-tick¬ 
et party celebrating its 14th 
anniversary next Wednesday, 
October 26. The improved facility 
will be showcased at the invita¬ 
tion-only cocktail and hors d’oeu¬ 
vres reception at 6:30 p.m. 

Roughly $80,000 in funding 
grants will then be awarded to 200 
non-profit groups serving the Bay 
Area, at a 7 p.m. program follow¬ 
ing the reception. 


KTVU’s Bob McKenzie will 
serve as master of ceremonies for 
the event. The board, staff, and 
volunteers of the thrift store will 
host the affair. 

Since 1982, the store has 
helped fund more than 100 gay 
and lesbian organizations. Donors 
of merchandise to the shop can 
select the exact non-profit organi¬ 
zation they wish the sale proceeds 
to benefit - ranging from the 
AIDS Emergency Fund to the 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals. 

AIDS-related organizations cur¬ 
rently receive 40 percent of Com¬ 
munity Thrift Store disbursements, 
says Tim Malone, general manager. 

Donations of goods are tax- 
deductible, Malone told the 
B.A.R., and donations of volunteer 
time are also needed. 

The store accepts donations 
daily at its Sycamore Alley receiv¬ 
ing door. In addition, CTS operates 
a pick-up service four days a week 
- in the city only - for furniture 
and other large donations. It takes 
time to be scheduled, so call (415) 
861-4910 well in advance. ▼

Longtime gay, AIDS, and 
African-American activist 
J.W. “Brandy” Moore died of 
AIDS-related illness on

Ward and Assembly Speaker 
Willie Brown, as well as ser¬ 
vice on the State AIDS 
Advisory Committee and 
Mayor Frank Jordan’s HIV 
Task Force. 

The Colorado native served 
as executive director of the 
Pride Foundation, a pioneer¬ 
ing local lesbian and gay 
social service agency; 18th 
Street Services, a nationally 
renowned gay men’s outpa¬ 
tient drug treatment program; 
and Acceptance House, an 
inpatient residential facility 
that is now part of Baker 
Places.

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Horizon Opens Up to PWAs

Two HIV-positive employees of one of the 
nation’s leading health care providers have forced 
the company to lift its illegal benefits lid for peo¬ 
ple with HIV. 

Horizon Healthcare Corporation dropped the 
$50,000 cap last month after a complaint was filed 
with the Federal Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission. 

The cap was only for people with HIV, and was 
significantly lower than the company’s standard 
$1,000,000 cap on health care benefits, according 
to attorneys who handled the case for the AIDS 
Legal Referral Panel of San Francisco. 

The complaint was filed with EEOC because 
the cap violated the Federal Americans With 
Disabilities Act, which bans HIV-related job dis¬ 
crimination. 

Horizon’s healthcare plan - which was the only 
health care plan option available to its employees 
- also required people with HIV pay a 20 percent 
co-payment indefinitely, as compared to a $1,500 
limit for non-HIV claims. 

The company also demanded to know workers’ 
HIV status, in clear violation of state HIV confi¬ 
dentiality laws, according to one of the workers 
contacted by the Bay Area Reporter. 

“I’ve never heard that before. It’s never been 
brought to my attention before,” said Horizon’s 
attorney Joe Schwacter of Littler, Mendelson, 
Fastiff, Tichy and Mathiason. 

The Albuquerque, New Mexico-based compa¬ 
ny has more than 3000 employees nationwide.

“It’s ironic in this case that the employer is 
itself a healthcare provider. But these caps are 
the result of a healthcare industry with a prof¬ 
it motive,” said AIDS Legal Referral Panel 
benefits program director attorney Irwin 
Keller. 

Schwachter told the Bay Area Reporter that the 
decision by Horizon to remove the cap had noth¬ 
ing to do with the EEOC complaint. 

“Horizon had the cap removal on their agenda 
at the next meeting of the planning directors. The 
EEOC literally had nothing to do with it,” 
Schwacter told the B.A.R. 

“It was never an issue.” ▼ 


City Offers Cheap Flu Shots 
—But Ask Your Doctor First

People with HIV should 
check with their physicians 
before they get flu shots at the 
San Francisco Department of 
Public Health flu-shot clinics, 
according to San Francisco 
AIDS Office spokesperson 
Susan Buchbinder, M.D. 

The annual Flu Prevention 
Campaign will begin on 
Thursday, October 27 with a 
senior flu clinic at Aquatic Park, 
and will be followed with spe¬ 
cial flu clinic hours at all public 
health clinics through the city. 

According to Buchbinder, 
there is evidence that “viral 
load” in people with HIV actu¬ 


ally increases following vacci¬ 
nation, so people with HIV 
should talk to their doctors 
about their risk of exposure to 
influenza before taking the 
inoculations. 

“There is some question 
whether people with HIV 
should get them or not,” 
Buchbinder told the Bay Area 
Reporter , then added, “There 
are more questions about the 
risks of influenza to people with 
AIDS. 

Buchbinder said that the flu 
season does not generally start 
until the winter months, and 
that a lot of unidentified viruses 
caught at the end of the summer 
or in non-winter months are 


wrongly tagged as “the flu.” 

The 1994 vaccine offered by 
the Health Department con¬ 
tains antigens to provide pro¬ 
tection against three strains of 
influenza - the Shangdong Flu, 
the Texas Flu, and the Panama 
Flu. 

More than 30,000 people in 
San Francisco got flu shots last 
year through the Health 
Department, which hopes to 
vaccinate 35,000 people this 
year. The flu shots cost $2 for 
seniors and others with chronic 
heath problems.

New Charges Filed Against 
HIV-Phobic Plastic Surgeon

A San Francisco cosmetic 
surgeon broke the law when he 
secretly ordered a patient’s 
blood tested for HIV, a lawsuit 
filed in Superior Court this 
week charges. 

And when the patient had a 
confrontation with the doctor 
over the secret test, and said it 
wasn’t needed because he 
already knew he was HIV-posi¬ 
tive, the surgeon flatly refused 
to operate on him. 

The lawsuit filed on behalf 
of Edward Pease is the second 
to charge Dr. David Kahn with 
HIV discrimination. 

According to the lawsuit 
filed by attorney Paul Wotman, 
Pease discovered last December 
that Kahn had ordered an HIV 
antibody test during routine 
pre-surgery blood work-ups. 

“Pease told Kahn that he 
already knew his HIV status 
and that it was positive. 


According to the suit, Kahn 
immediately responded, ‘It’s 
my policy not to treat people 
with HIV disease. ... I have to 
protect myself and my staff 
from possible infection.’” 

Wotman said that Kahn then 
escorted Pease to the reception 
area and told his receptionist to 
refund his deposit because the 
patient had decided not to have 
the procedure. 

In a previous lawsuit filed 
against Kahn by “John Roe” ear¬ 
lier this year, Kahn is also 
charged with ordering an HIV 
test without a patient’s consent 
and then refusing to operate once 
he learned the patient had HIV. 

Both Roe and Pease are 
suing for damages under the 
California Unruh Civil Rights 
Act and the Americans With 
Disabilities Act, and for violat¬ 
ing state civil law by failing to 
obtain the informed written 
consent of a patient prior to 
obtaining an HIV test. 


Wotman also told the Bay 
Area Reporter that his office 
would ask the California State 
Board of Medical Quality 
Assurance to investigate Kahn’s 
violations of the California 
Civil Code informed HIV test 
consent laws. 

“Yes, we are asking them to 
investigate. He’s done that in 
four cases that have contacted 
us,” Wotman said. 

Wotman said that HIV dis¬ 
crimination by physicians 
refusing to treat people with the 
virus is “a growing problem.” 

“We’ve also written the 
United States Department of 
Justice to ask them to look into 
this new case,” Wotman said. 
“Last month they announced a 
settlement for $100,000. The 
law is clearly on our side in this 
matter. It’s illegal to discrimi¬ 
nate against people with HIV in 
public accommodations - and 
the administration is taking the 
law seriously.” ▼

Sebring Swings Wide In 
Attempt To Smear Gabbert

Sean Sebring, the former Marine accused of 
stalking gay television station owner James 
Gabbert, admits that he called the 83-year-old 
mother of Gabbert’s lover and told her that her son 
was gay. 

“I did it. I was interviewing prospective wit¬ 
nesses. I just talked to her to see if she could save 
her son from this evil guy,” Sebring told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Sebring has also admitted calling up the 67- 
year-old father of a friend of Gabbert’s, to tell the 
man his son was gay and would be involved in a 
lawsuit on the charges. 

Sebring remains in county jail on $1 million 
bail on charges that he stalked, made terrorist 
death threat phone calls, and tried to extort $10 
million from gay KOFY-TV 20 station owner 
James Gabbert. 

“That was the line in the sand,” Gabbert told 
the B.A.R. “That’s when I called my attorney.” 

Gabbert said the calls were the “destructive 
acts of a vicious queen” who was trying to intim¬ 
idate and prevent prospective witnesses from tes¬ 
tifying against him by “a smear campaign.” 

He obtained a restraining order against 
Sebring, which included a clause prohibiting 
Sebring from purchasing a gun. When Sebring 
tried to purchase a handgun, despite the restrain¬ 
ing order, he was blocked because Gabbert’s attor¬ 
ney Joe O’Sullivan, a one-time San Francisco 
homicide inspector, had alerted the Department of 
Justice. 

Sebring was arrested earlier this month after 
Santa Rosa psychologist Davis Mannino told 
authorities that the 25-year-old former Marine 
had, in his presence, threatened to kill Gabbert 
while the young man was being held in a psychi¬ 
atric facility by mental health authorities. 


Sebring has pleaded not guilty to the charges 
and said while he was aboard Gabbert’s yacht last 
August 15 that Gabbert gave him a bottle of beer 
surreptitiously laced with the psychedelic drug 
Ecstasy and then sexually assaulted him. 

Mannino this week said that he hasn’t violated 
any legal or ethical restraints for his controversial 
comments about the defendant. 

“I made it clear to him 
and his mother that I 
couldn’t help in a profes¬ 
sional capacity because 
he’s a friend of mine. He 
had been a guest at my 
house and I have had 
social contacts with him. 
I’m not his therapist or I 
wouldn’t be able to talk 
about it at all,” Mannino 
told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Mannino said that he 
believed he was acting as 
“Sean’s advocate,” but 
told the B.A.R. that he became convinced that 
Sebring was “the problem.” 

Sebring admitted himself to a psychiatric facil¬ 
ity on Mannino’s advice the day after the August 
incident aboard Gabbert’s yacht, after he called 
the psychologist and claimed that Gabbert had 
drugged and raped him. 

“He talked like a street hustler. He mentioned 
that he had finally given up and was allowing him¬ 
self to be Gabbert’s trophy. He said Gabbert would 
give him a good life, that he needed capital and 
would get it from Gabbert,” Mannino told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

“Davis Mannino needs to be taken off,” 
Sebring told the B.A.R. “Davis Mannino is a total

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S pring forward, fall back: in case you aren’t familiar with 
that corny saying, it’s a way to remember what happens to 
the clocks twice a year when Daylight Savings Time rolls 
around. It is also, unfortunately, a fairly accurate assess¬ 
ment of the cycles we see in our government. 

Most of us know that the clock gets reset in October, 
and most of us are more than willing to wait until the last 
weekend, when DST begins, to do it; even then, the cus¬ 
tom is to turn the clock back a mere hour. But that’s not 
good enough for the Republicans’ (appropriately named) 
Newt Gingrich, who met with some cronies in the GOP 
terrarium earlier this month and attempted to set the clock 
back a few hundred years. 

The item in this week’s B.A.R. about Gingrich’s secret 
meeting with GOP leaders and businessmen, in which he 
outlined plans to paralyze the Clinton White House, is on 
the front page because we have not seen it reported 
enough elsewhere and because we think it’s one of the 
scarier and more newsworthy stories of our time. 
Attempting to destabilize the American government - 
even one branch of it - is treason (or it would be, if an 
ordinary citizen suggested it). When a call for treason is 
sounded by the minority whip of the U.S. House of 
Representatives, partisan politics has reached a hideous 
turning point. 

Gingrich and the GOP - and yours truly, for that mat¬ 
ter - may refer to the “Clinton White House,” but we know 
that’s an incorrect phrase. The White House is not really 
Clinton’s; he is no more than its temporary occupant. The 
rightful owner is you. 

Gingrich would very much like to steal the White 
House from you - and even, for that matter, from those 


misguided Georgians who keep sending him to 
Washington. They may believe he is on their side, but any 
politician who could seriously plan to disrupt the machin¬ 
ery that makes our limited democracy possible is also 
capable of turning his back on the voters who installed 
him if that’s what it takes for him to get his next power fix. 
Proof of that existed in the partisanship that permeated 
Washington at the end of this Congress. Republicans took 
to filibustering their own bills in an attempt to deprive 
Clinton of anything he or voters might consider a victory. 

Once again we timidly mention that the rise of Naziism 
began with an election, not a bloody coup. It was only 
after Hitler was installed using the government’s own pro¬ 
cedures - like Gingrich - that he began destabilizing his 
enemies by eroding their power and effectiveness, then 
created a terrorist act that he blamed on others and used as 
a pretext to declare a state of emergency - we’re not in the 
clairvoyant game, but it’s tempting to make a prediction 
after reading about Gingrich’s rapacious political drive - 
and then went from petty tyrant to final arbitrator of the 
final solution. 

Gingrich alone is not too threatening - very few cow¬ 
ards are - but his friends like Oliver North and Pat 
Buchanan and the Reagan inner circle specialize in being 
destructive and politically oppressive, when and if they 
can ever get their hands out of the cookie jar.

In ten days it will be time for everyone in America to 
turn their clocks back. About a week after that we’ll have 
the chance to move everything forward, by voting as many 
Republicans back to the private sector as possible.

Why We Need a Lesbian and Gay History Month

his October will be recognized as the 
first-ever Lesbian and Gay History 
Month. As a member of the event’s 
national coordinating council I have 
repeatedly been asked two questions 
about this celebration: Why do we need 
a Lesbian and Gay History Month? 
And why in October? 

The second question is easy to 
answer. Unlike June (which is Gay 
Pride Month), in October, virtually all 
schools are in session, thus increasing 
the event’s potential impact. Many 
schools already celebrate National 
Coming Out Day (October 11), and 
scheduling our celebration for October 
will build on that tradition. 

The first question is the more philo¬ 
sophical one. I believe that knowing 
our history is a vital part of our libera¬ 
tion. As the black nationalist Marcus 
Garvey once said, “A people without 
history is like a tree without roots.” 
When we grow up being taught a histo¬ 
ry from which we are absent, it is that 
much more difficult for us to develop a 
sense of pride in our heritage. 

My own experience taught me how 
important it is to know one’s history. I 
was born in 1963 in rural North 
Carolina, and realized in grade school 
that I was gay. I felt absolutely alone. 
Not once in high school did I ever learn 
a single thing about homosexuality or 
gay people. I couldn’t imagine a happy 
life as a gay man. Eventually, at age 
seventeen I tried to kill myself, like one 
out of every three gay teens. I saw 
nothing in my past, my present, or (it 
seemed) my future suggesting that 
things would ever get any better. 

I survived this suicide attempt, 
thanks to the alert actions of a friend, 
and eventually developed a sense of 
pride in myself as a gay man. Still I had 
little sense of myself as part of a his¬ 
torical tradition. 1 eventually came to 
know more gay and lesbian history, 
including the contributions of gays in 
ancient Greece, the Roman Empire, 
and China, the 19th century gay libera¬ 
tion movements in Germany and 
England, and the fact that important 
Americans such as Alexander 
Hamilton and Eleanor Roosevelt loved 
members of their own gender. As heart¬ 
ening as all this was, I still didn’t see 


myself reflected in this history, which 
seemed very remote from my own 
childhood in North Carolina. 

In 1993 I was asked to edit the first- 
ever high school gay and lesbian histo¬ 
ry text. As I was doing research, I 
learned of One magazine, America’s 
first gay magazine, which began publi¬ 
cation in 1953. I decided to read some, 
and came across this letter to the editor 
in One's October 1954 issue: 

“/ will always remain willing to 
support, in my small way, any effort to 
reduce intolerance toward a minority 
group in the United States. Intolerance 
is basically as un-American as 
Communism. / realize the road ahead 
of us is long and difficult, but that part 
of the road already traveled has been 
pretty tough, too.” 

These prophetic lines were striking 
enough, but it was its signature that 
stopped me dead in my tracks. In bold 
print letters, it read Winston-Salem, 
North Carolina. 

I grew up five miles from Winston- 
Salem. 

Two emotions came to me. One was 
elation. Finally, I had found my past. For 
the first time, I looked into a historical 
document and saw someone like me. 

A second emotion quickly followed. 
I was angry. How was it that no one 
had taught me this history? I thought 
back over my 16 years of education in 
public schools and then Harvard, when 
I was never taught anything about gay 
history, and I was filled with rage. 
Denying me that history had nearly 
cost me my life, for gay invisibility had 
helped create the feelings of isolation 
that made me try to kill myself. 

Maybe if I had known that there 
were people like me in Winston-Salem 
before I was bom, I might not have 
spent so many years hating myself. 
Maybe if someone had taught me this 
history, I would have made it through 
school more easily. Maybe if someone 
had taught this history to my straight 
classmates, they wouldn’t have called 
me “faggot.” Maybe if someone had 
thought this history was important, my 
childhood could have been a bit better. 

I believe we need a Lesbian and 
Gay History Month because there are 
still too many youth who grow up as 


ignorant as I was. How many students 
learn that many native American tribes 
honored individuals who loved mem¬ 
bers of their own genders? How many 
know that “gays in the military” is not 
a new issue, but actually began in 
1778, when George Washington signed 
the first expulsion order for a gay sol¬ 
dier (Lt. Gotthold Enslin) at Valley 
Forge? How many know that the pro¬ 
fession of social work was begun by a 
lesbian, Jane Addams? How many 
know that the 1963 March on 
Washington, where Martin Luther 
King, Jr. delivered his famous “I Have 
A Dream” speech, was organized by an 
openly gay African-American man, 
Bayard Rustin? These are but a few 
facts that show that, indeed, gays and 
lesbians have been a part of America 
right from the start. 

Lesbian and Gay History Month is a 
project that will only grow if our com¬ 
munity supports it. Black History 
Month, after all, began as “Negro 
History Day” in 1924, and only 
attained its present status because 
African-Americans demanded that 
their children be taught about their his¬ 
tory. We must do the same. Here are 
some ideas for things you can do to 
help Lesbian and Gay History Month: 

• Ask your local school what they 
are doing to recognize this event. 

• Ask your local library or bookstore 
to do a display of their materials on les¬ 
bian and gay history. 

• Have your organization become an 
endorser for Lesbian and Gay History 
Month. 

• Ask your local elected officials to 
issue a proclamation declaring October 
Lesbian and Gay History Month. 

• Buy a book on lesbian or gay his¬ 
tory so that publishers will publish 
more of them. 

I would like to see a day in the not- 
so-distant future when every child will 
grow up knowing of our community’s 
contributions to our nation’s develop¬ 
ment. Children who learn this lesson 
will learn another important one: Gays 
and lesbians are people, too. When 
they learn this, homophobia itself will 
be on its way to becoming history. That 
would be the best lesson of all. Y

Marriage Rites 

Last Thursday evening a gay young man left a 
message on my telephone answering machine, as 
follows: “I would like for you to marry me, my 
only problem is I am gay.

I hope 
he reads this letter. 

I am a licensed minister, and perform wedding 
ceremonies. Many churches and clergy have no 
problem with a gay relationship. Some misguided 
ones still do, may God forgive them. 

All people, regardless of who they are, must 
have a marriage license in order to be married in a 
relationship recognized by the State. To my knowl¬ 
edge, only Denmark will issue marriage licenses to 
gay couples, and then only if they are Danish citi¬ 
zens. I would be honored to perform a gay mar¬ 
riage ceremony, as would many other clergy. 
However, we may not perform ceremonies without 
a marriage license issued by the government. It is 
the State which prevents a gay couple from marry¬ 
ing. I point out that not even the gay churches will 
perform a marriage ceremony for gay couples - as 
they could for heterosexual couples. 

To the young man who called, your love is 
good. Be proud of your love. Don’t ever allow 
another to convince you that it is wrong, for it truly 
is one of the greatest wrongs of our society, that 
any two people in love are denied the right to 
declare their love publicly in marriage. 

I am very sorry that I may not perform a wed¬ 
ding ceremony for a gay couple. It is the govern¬ 
ment, not the church, which prevents gays and les¬ 
bians from legally marrying.

Hispanic Perspective 

I am writing this in response to the guest opin¬ 
ion written by Chris Sandoval in the October 6 
issue of the B.A.R. I feel that it makes some good 
points, but I disagree with the implication that the 
word “Hispanic” is something negative. 

Having read Krishnamurti’s words against 
nationalism; the late Jesuit Tony de Mello’s com¬ 
ments on how we are all programmed by our cul¬ 
ture^); and from studying anthropology, which 
tends to stress similarities in cultures as opposed to 
emphasizing differences as is often done in Ethnic 
Studies departments, I have to admit that I do not 
identify entirely with any culture. When I have to 
fill out forms that ask for my ethnicity, I skip over 
the word “Latino” and go to the part that says 
“Other” - and I write in Salvadoran American. In 
conversations I may simply say Salvadoran, Latin, 
or Hispanic, but never Latino unless I am speaking 
Spanish. 

I have experienced antagonism and stereotyping 
by others because I have not used the word Latino. 
In Spanish we have a word for Hispanic which is 
“hispano.” The Salvadoran Manuel Gallardo uses 
the term hispano-americano on page 60 of his book 
Recuerdos Autobiogrqficos which he wrote during 
the 1800s to early 1900s. This book can be seen in 
the Bancroft Library at U.C. Berkeley. 

The write-up also implies that anyone who calls 
himself Hispanic is nonconfrontational. The ques¬ 
tion to ask is “When does one need to be con¬ 
frontational?” It all depends on one’s philosophy.

Reporting Gay Bashings 

The recent gay bashing case in West Hollywood 
- a case witnessed by community members, with 
suspects identified by Sheriff’s deputies, but with 
no victims coming forward - provides us an oppor¬ 
tunity to explain the reasons people choose to 
report, or not report, hate incidents. 

At Community United Against Violence 
(CUAV), we are dedicated to helping individuals 
cope with the effects of violence. One difficult 
decision many of our clients face is whether or not 
to report incidents to the police. 

Individuals do not report for a variety of rea¬ 
sons: they expect an unfriendly police response, 
they have other legal problems (such as outstand¬ 
ing warrants or undocumented residency issues), 
they do not trust the police, or they simply feel the 
need to recover from the incident without entering 
into the complications of the criminal justice sys¬ 
tem. While we have worked to improve criminal 
justice sensitivity towards the lesbian and gay 
community - through training and department pol¬ 
icy changes - problems still remain both in San 
Francisco and in other jurisdictions. 

There are, likewise, important reasons to report 
incidents: prosecutions are impossible without vic¬ 
tims, “the system” does not believe hate violence 
exists without reports (documentation), and it can 
be therapeutic for victims to see that an incident is 
pursued criminally. These reasons for reporting 
can be helpful for an individual’s recovery from an 
incident, and can also aid the whole community in 
addressing the ravages of hate violence. 

We encourage each person involved in a hate 
attack to call CUAV, either for help in dealing with 
the aftermath or just to document the incident so 
the public knows the extent of the problem. We 
have a 24-hour hotline at 415/333-4357 (333- 
HELP). We can also report that our clients gener¬ 
ally report supportive responses from San 
Francisco police, although there are occasional 
problems. Our counselors, however, can help indi¬ 
viduals decide what is the best decision - to report 
or not - in their specific case and to help victims of 
violence work within the criminal justice system.

IMsL Board Responds 

It is truly sad to learn that Anne Bergstedt has 
chosen to resign via a calumnious press release 
and not by letter to the board of IMsL, Inc. As of 
this writing, she has not yet sent the board of direc¬ 
tors a letter of resignation. All that we have seen 
are copies of her press release, relayed to us by 
friends in the fourth estate (not The Leather 
Journal). Since receiving a copy of the press 
release in the aforementioned manner, the presi¬ 
dent on behalf of the board, has accepted her res¬ 
ignation. Anne Bergstedt is no longer The 
International Ms. Leather. 

It would be pointless to debate whether or not 
she was a good representative of the community. 
Most folks don’t have an opinion and couldn’t care 
less. Others undoubtedly think she was just fine, 
while still others think she was woefully lacking. 
What must be answered in public are the fallacies 
and fantasies contained in her scurrilous, accusato¬ 
ry press release. 

For the Former IMsL Bergstedt to allege that 
the board would do nothing to support her and 
worked to undermine her flies in the face of com¬ 
mon sense. I think former IMsLs Blair and Amy 
Marie Meek will attest to the help, support, co¬ 
operation and encouragement received from the 
board. Further, why would the board, which is 
heavily reliant on the IMsL to sell memberships, 
hold fundraisers and promote the title, not do its 
best to help her succeed? If she succeeds, the orga¬ 
nization succeeds. Not to help her as best one can, 
or is allowed, just doesn’t make sense. 

The Former IMsL is correct. I did demand that 
she pay to IMsL, Inc. the reported $700 that she 
raised at two fundraisers which she had advertised 
as “IMsL Fundraisers.” I happen to take IMsL 
finances very seriously, as does the entire board. 
Most folks don’t give money to organizations that 
play fast and loose with contributions. With this in 
mind, I think it only natural that I should be 
damned mad that Ms. Bergstedt held two fundrais¬ 
ers (which she told us about), raised approximate¬ 
ly $700 (which she told us about), and then with¬ 
held the money for her own trumped-up reasons. 

Further, her allegation that I threatened her with 
both legal action and criminal prosecution is not 
accurate. I did inform her that I, and I was sure the 
rest of the board, would seek legal counsel to deter¬ 
mine what action or actions were appropriate in 
order to recover the money. The use of the phrase 
“criminal prosecution” is her wording, not mine. 
Absent the advice of counsel, I do not make threats. 

On at least three occasions, the material which 
Ms. Bergstedt requested was sent to her. Once by 
U. S. mail. Once by fax (we have the time-dated 
receipt of the transmission). Once again by Federal 
Express, delivery receipt requested (we have the 
signed receipt). Ms. Bergstedt’s refusal to forward 
the money which she raised for, and is now with¬ 
holding from IMsL, Inc. on the flimsy excuse that 
“ ...no proof has been offered me that IMsL is in 
fact a legally operating corporation, that it is a non¬ 
profit or that it has a letter of determination from 
the IRS” is in my opinion a smoke screen. IMsL, 
Inc. is a California not-for-profit corporation and 
has 501(C)3 status from the IRS. Ms. Bergstedt 
has been provided with the documentation through 
the communications enumerated above. 

Before being allowed to compete, all contestants, 
Ms. Bergstedt included, are required to sign a con¬ 
tract enumerating their responsibilities if they win. If 
Ms. Bergstedt, a lawyer by profession, had any reser¬ 
vations about the contract or the organization, why 
did she not raise them before signing her contract? 

Unquestionably that part of her press release 
which saddens me most is her statement “...that 
there is little in the leather ‘community’ that I can 
support and find pride in.” That’s really sad, 
because all that IMsL is about is support and pride 
for the community. The fostering, encouragement, 
education and support of leather women in the 
lifestyle, the advancement of their issues and caus¬ 
es and their acceptance as equal heirs to the lega¬ 
cies and equal creators of our future are truly things 
to take pride in. It’s sad that Anne just didn’t get it.

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Risky Propositions 


number of very impor¬ 
tant statewide proposi¬ 
tions will be settled by 
voters on November 8. 
The anti-immigrant Prop. 187, 
the so-called “Save Our State” 
measure endorsed by incumbent 
Republican Governor Pete 
Wilson, is, by all accounts, 
headed for a big win next 
month. This measure would 
make illegal aliens (there are 
reportedly nearly 2 million in

the state) ineligible for public 
social services, public health 
care services, and public school 
education. In addition, the 
proposition would require vari¬ 
ous state and local agencies to 
report suspected illegal aliens to 
the state attorney general and 
the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service (INS). 

Prop. 187 would also make it 
a felony to manufacture, distrib¬ 
ute, sell, or use false citizenship 
or residence documents. The 
measure is opposed by 
Democratic gubernatorial nomi¬ 
nee Kathleen Brown (although 
she strongly favors adding laws 
to control illegal immigration). 

The most recent state polls 
have 187 winning by 25 to 30 
percentage points. Look for it, 
even with all its obvious flaws, 
to get a yes from most voters. 

Prop. (“Three Strikes and 
You’re Out”) 184, which would 
mandate a life sentence or a 
minimum term three times the 
normal sentence or 25 years 
upon a third conviction of a 
felony, is also expected to pass 
next month, although not by 
such a wide margin as 187. 

Prop. 186, the “single-payer 
plan,” would establish a health 
services system with defined 
medical, prescription drug, 
long-term mental health, and 
other benefits available to state 
residents. It would replace exist¬ 
ing health insurance premiums 
and programs. This proposition 
looks shaky, but a campaign 
warning voters that they could 
lose their insurance if they lose 
or change jobs, or end up in a 
nursing home or at home faced 
with long-term care, might sal¬ 
vage 186. 

Prop. 188, which is being 
heavily funded by the tobacco 
industry, would take effect July 
1, 1995, and would establish 
statewide regulations governing 
the sale, use, and possession of 
tobacco products. These regula¬ 
tions would replace existing 
local and state smoking and 
tobacco-related laws, and local 
governments would be prevent¬ 
ed from passing any laws - 


either more or less restrictive - 
in these areas. 

Prop. 185, a measure that 
would impose an additional four 
percent tax on gasoline, with 
proceeds going for highway and 
transit expenditures, will likely 
pass since it is not perceived as a 
tax but rather a “luxury charge” 
on drivers. 

People and politics 

Well, it was bound to hap¬ 
pen! Acting Secretary of State 
Tony Miller, locked in a tight 
race with right-wing GOP 
Assemblyman Bill Jones, has 
been targeted by Traditional 
Values Coalition homophobe 
Lou Sheldon because Miller is 
an out-of-the-closet gay man. 
Sheldon stated that his group

will “vigorously oppose” Miller 
and will distribute a million 
voter slate cards (no doubt 
pointing out Miller’s sexuality) 
to more than 15,000 churches 
statewide before election day. 
“It’s not just because of his 
advocacy of the homosexual 
lifestyle,” Sheldon told 
reporters, although he admitted 
that he believes Miller’s candi¬ 
dacy represents “an acceptance 
of gays and a potential political 
boost for that group.” 

Make sure you vote for Tony 
Miller for secretary of state 
come November 8 and convince 
at least two of your friends - 
Republican or Democrat - to do 
so as well. 

Mark Leno, Carole Migden, 
and Louise Renne are among the 
San Franciscans giving a recep¬ 
tion/fundraiser Thursday, 
October 27, from 5:30 - 7:30 
p.m. at 750 Post Street for 
Marin/Sonoma Congresswoman 
Lynn Woolsey, a staunch sup¬ 
porter of gay and lesbian rights 
who is locked in a tough re-elec¬ 
tion battle with a well-financed 
conservative Republican ($50 - 
$100 asked; call [707] 763-7013 


for info). Woolsey, who has a 
gay son very active in the San 
Francisco gay rights movement, 
deserves our support - she has a 
perfect record of support for us. 
Live in Marin or the Russian 
River are? Be sure to vote for 
Lynn Woolsey November 8. 

AIDS Walk San Jose had 
more than 3,000 walkers and 
raised nearly half a million dol¬ 
lars last Sunday, a record there. 

Less than three weeks until 
the election and Attorney 
General Dan Lungren says he 
still has not read Prop. 187, 
which he - again - last week 
refused to take a stand on. Vote 
next month to kick the homo- 
phobic Lungren out and replace 
him with Tom Umberg, a friend 
of the gay/lesbian community. 

With President Clinton’s 
highly visible foreign policy 
successes last week at the 
expense of dictators in Haiti and 
Iraq, his ratings have skyrocket¬ 
ed, and reportedly some 
Republicans are a bit edgy about 
their predictions of a rout over 
Democratic Party candidates 
next month. Some of those said 
candidates, formerly wary of the 
prez, are now suddenly, franti¬ 
cally appealing to him to come 
to their district and stump for 
them. 

AIDS activist Elizabeth 
Taylor (some estimates have her 
directly responsible for raising 
nearly $200 million for the 
cause) and husband Larry 
Fortensky celebrated their 
fourth anniversary last week, 
doing what Elizabeth does best: 
raising money to fight AIDS 
(this time, in Asia). “One day, I 
pray, this will no longer be nec¬ 
essary,” Taylor told reporters. 

Washington friends of 
Wisconsin Congressman Steve 
Gunderson, a Republican from 
the Madison area, predict he 
will officially come out of the 
closet shortly after next month’s 
election. Gunderson, who has 
neither denied nor confirmed 
that he’s gay, is favored to defeat 
his Methodist minister chal¬ 
lenger. 

Incidentally, California could 
have its first openly gay con- 
gressmember if, as suspected, a 
certain GOP House member 
from the southern part of the 
state loses to his Democratic 
challenger. (It’s normally a 
“safe” GOP district, but not this 
year since the incumbent 
Republican has a scandal of his 
own that’s threatening to 
become an issue.) 

Then there’s New York, where 
the NYC chair of the GOP guber¬ 
natorial campaign said publicly 
last week that Karen Burstein, the 
Democratic Party candidate for 
attorney general, shouldn’t be

Dykes To Watch For

hen my uncle was a 
boy, he came home 
from school bub¬ 
bling over a book 
his teacher had read to his class. 
My grandmother got the title, 
couldn’t afford the book, and 
went off to the library to copy 
out the words. Then, every day. 
Gram read And To Think That I 
Saw It on Mulberry Street by 
Dr. Seuss to my uncle and my 
mom from a sheet of paper. 

Eventually, my uncle and 
mom grew up, and when Gram 
had grandchildren, she bought a 
copy of the book and read to us. 
Gram reads on, to her great¬ 
grandchildren now, and I still 
love being read to. 

My girlfriend often reads to 
me, especially during road trips. 
My library card allows me to 
borrow books on tape. And, as 
often as I can, I get out to book¬ 
stores, cafes and clubs to attend 
spoken word performances. 
And in the Bay Area, there are 
plenty of literary dykes to watch 
for, both as featured readers and 
at “open mikes.” 

The voice of a writer often 
changes the way I hear a work. 
Not long ago, I heard local poet 
Ali Liebegott read “I’m a Lot 
More Stable Than I Used To 
Be” and found myself washed 
over with irony and tickled with 
the bleakest, most pointed and 
painful humor. Her timing and 
tone give her images an even 
greater punch than they have on 
the page. 

Some writers creatively 
reshape their work for presenta¬ 
tion to an audience, offering 
anecdotes about the events in 
the work or the writing process. 
When cartoonist Alison 
Bechdel was in town with her 
“Boy Show,” I saw/heard her at 
Red Dora’s Bearded Lady, 
where she used slides of her 
own drawings to chronicle her 
development - not only as an 
artist, but also as a young 
woman dealing with her inter¬ 
nalized misogyny. After analyz¬ 
ing the marginalized status girls 
had in the pop culture world of 
cartoons - where female is 
depicted as either altogether 
alien or male with a bow (i.e., 
Minnie Mouse) - Bechdel pon¬ 
dered her own fascination with 
drawing men - strong, muscled, 
often violent males - and spoke 
about the way her images 
reflected her desire to assert 
power in a world that preferred 
its young girls powerless. 

Remarkably, the creator of all 
those marvelous Dykes To 
Watch Out For explained how 
uninterested and incapable she 
was of drawing women until 
after she had come out. There’s 
far more to it, but suffice it to 
say, I felt I’d seen a giant autobi¬ 
ographical cartoon strip person¬ 
ally delivered by Bechdel, start¬ 
ing with work from as far back 
as when she was four and five 
years old, through her coming 
out, and giving rise to the very 
first Dyke To Watch Out For, a 
Fury-like woman searching des¬ 
perately for a caffeine fix. 


Person behind 
the persona 

Often, you also get a 
glimpse of the person behind 
the persona at a reading. Last 
week, I heard Dorothy Allison 
admit that she never had 
writer’s block, but constantly 
lost completed manuscripts. In 
fact, on that evening at A Clean 
Well-Lighted Place for Books,

the pages of new work Allison 
had planned to read had been 
left at home. So, instead of fret¬ 
ting about what she didn’t have, 
she gave us the best of what she 
had and read her short story 
“Lupus.” Despite the cold 
working against her vocal

chords, Allison gave her all to 
each word, reading with a ten¬ 
derness that matched the ten¬ 
derness rendered in the words. 

On the same evening, 
Jewelle Gomez read a brand- 
new Gilda story, giving fans a 
taste of things to come. 
Additionally, Allison and 
Gomez, both of whom teach, 
each introduced one of their stu¬ 
dents to read. It was fun to see 
in the storytelling of these stu¬ 
dents, Joel Villalon and Elissa 
Perry, what Allison and Gomez 
admire in the work of others. 
(Incidentally, Perry is the same 
Elissa Perry whose work you 
can find here in the B.A.R.). 

So there’s also the discovery 
of new writers that can happen at 
a reading. With the struggle to 
publish as competitive as it is, 
plenty of excellent work has yet 
to find a publisher. I first heard 
Sapphire read at the Women’s 
Building long before I could have 
found her work by using a card 
catalog or going to a bookstore. 

In some of the smaller 
venues around town, writers 
often try out new material, so 
you sometimes hear a draft and 
observe how it changes through 
the editing process. I heard 
many of the selections in the 
anthology Girlfriend Number 
One in draft form at various 
readings. And this past week¬ 
end, I heard Jacqueline 
Woodson read from the galleys 
of An Autobiography in Family 
Photos, her first novel aimed at 
adult readers. I can’t wait to see 
how the parts she read fit into 
the whole, or what changes 
might occur between what I 
heard and what eventually 
comes off the press. 

Hotbed off gossip 

Readings also treat you to 
pieces that may never go to 
press. Novelist Mary Wings 
reflected on the “Ex-East” in a 
piece about her recent experi¬ 


ences teaching a writing work¬ 
shop to women in Leipzig, 
Germany. The reading offered a 
view of and from Wings that 
can’t be found in her latest 
novel. Divine Victim, and it gave 
me a chance to ask Wings what 
she’s working on when she’s not 
teaching lesbians in Leipzig. 
She told me She Came By the 
Book is due out in the UK in 
March, so you heard it here first. 

Oh, yeah. Readings are also 
a hot little bed of literary gos¬ 
sip. Writing can be so solitary 
that when writers gather (and 
they often do at readings), you 
can get all sorts of scoops. For 
instance, I learned about an 
anthology called Toxic Shock, a 
collection of menstrual humor 
that Katie Hern and Erika 
Lopez are working on. 

Former editor of former 
OUT/LOOK magazine Robin 
Stevens told me she has been 
making a fetish out of Virginia 
lately, the state, that is. After 
covering the Lorena Bobbitt 
trial there, she’s about to head 
back to “hang out with some of 
the semi-closeted gay campaign 
staffers for Oliver North.” 

Although The Case of the 
Good-for-Nothing Girlfriend is 
not yet on the bookstore 
shelves, Mabel Maney, creator 
of the Nancy Clue Mystery 
Series, revealed that she is cur¬ 
rently working on a Hardly 
Boys Mystery with the title, A 
Ghost in the Closet, part of 
which has been seen about 
town as a performance piece. 

So even though I still love a 
good Dr. Seuss book and Gram 
will always be my favorite reader, 
I sure am happy to live in a city 
where so many queers are willing 
and available to read to me. ▼

Thousands Expected To 
Race for Breast Cancer Cure

The fourth annual Race for the Cure, sponsored 
by the Susan G. Komen Breast Cancer 
Foundation, will get off to an early start this 
Sunday, October 23 at Sharon Meadow in Golden 
Gate Park, with registration at 7 a.m. 

The big race, with thousands of participants - 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, and straight - begins at 
8:30 a.m. A strong gay presence is expected again 
this year, as breast cancer has been devastating to 
the lesbian community. 

Events include the five kilometer men and 
women’s run, and the one mile walk. 

More than 8,000 people competed last year, 
said Alex Hodgson, a spokeswoman for the San 
Francisco ’94 race. Some 75 corporate teams, 
some fielding several hundred runners, competed 
in 1993, added Susan Deming, chair of the event’s 
publicity committee. Last year’s race generated 
about $215,000, making it possible to continue to 
provide mammograms for those in need, Deming 
said. 

Nationally, 46 runs are scheduled, with more 
than 150,000 walkers and runners expected to par¬ 
ticipate. 

The fastest female and male runners in San 
Francisco will receive two round-trip tickets 
to Paris from American Airlines, which is 
also providing two round-trip tickets to any 
of its European destinations for the fastest 
runner who is a breast cancer survivor, 
Hodgson said. 

The participant who raises the most pledge 
money receives a $10,000 shopping spree that 
includes a weekend at the San Francisco Hilton 
and shopping at Emporio Armani, Saks Fifth 
Avenue, Neiman Marcus, and Cartier. 

Exclusively in San Francisco this year, design¬ 
er John Loring of Tiffany & Co. is creating a 
unique T-shirt design that will be available only on 
the day of the race. 

Local sponsors include the San Francisco 
Chronicle , KGO-TV, KGO-810-AM, American 
Airlines, Safeway, Vogue Magazine, Alhambra 
Water, Advanced Micro Devices, Autodesk, Bank

her sister, Susan G. Komen, who died from breast 
cancer at age 36. Since 1982, the foundation has 
raised more than $19 million and has funded more 
than 170 research grants, Hodgson said. 

The mission of the Komen Foundation is to 
eradicate breast cancer as a life-threatening dis¬ 
ease by advancing research, education, screening, 
and treatment. 

Esta Swig is the San Francisco race chair. 

The event will raise funds to support the free 
mammography program for under-served women 
in the six Bay Area counties. An estimated 3,000 
women will benefit, Deming said. Researchers 
have determined women who do not conceive - 
such as lesbians and nuns - have a higher risk of 
the disease. As more gay women have fallen to 
breast cancer it has gained the name “the lesbian 
epidemic” or - more frequently - “the hidden les¬ 
bian epidemic.” ▼

Aggressive Breast Cancer 
Treatment Urged for Elderly 

But Mastectomy May Be Too Aggressive, Unnecessary 


In contrast to some doctors’ 
recommendation to go lightly 
in treating older women with 
breast cancer, two recent stud¬ 
ies advise equally aggressive 
therapy regardless of a patient’s 
age. Another study suggests the 
usual recommendation to com¬ 
pletely remove the breast in 
some instances is unnecessary. 

“Breast conserving treatment 
is a safe and effective treatment 
option for some elderly women 
with early stage breast cancer,” 
said Dr. Lawrence Solin of the 
University of Pennsylvania. 
Despite some physicians’ rec¬ 
ommendation for less aggressive 
forms of treatment for women 
65 and older, because of a per¬ 
ceived potential difficulty in 
treating women that age, he said 
his study shows there was no 
significant difference between 
older and younger women treat¬ 
ed with the same therapy in 
overall survival, freedom from 


cancer spread, and control at the 
primary tumor site. 

More importantly, there was 
no difference in the ten-year 
rate of breast cancer deaths 
between the two age groups. 

In the other study, 
researchers from Memorial 
Sloan-Kettering Cancer Center 
examined women with early 
stage breast cancer, all of whom 
had undergone breast conserv¬ 
ing surgery and adjuvant breast 
irradiation. The overall survival 
rates after ten years for women 
65 and older was 84 percent, 
compared to 82 percent for 
women under 65. 

Meanwhile, researchers 
from the Yale University School 
of Medicine say they have 
found lumpectomy, followed by 
radiation, is effective for some 
breast cancers near the nipple 
that were previously thought to 
require total mastectomy. The 
Yale researchers say a 19-year 


study of women with early 
stage breast cancer found that 
while conventional treatment 
for cancer near the breast nipple 
involves radical surgery, 
patients with such tumors are 
suitable candidates for conserv¬ 
ative surgery followed by radia¬ 
tion therapy. 

Of the 98 women in the 
study, the doctors were able to 
preserve the nipple in 90 per¬ 
cent. 

“The study is especially sig¬ 
nificant because women whose 
cancer is below the nipple can 
now be treated conservatively - 
without relying on mastecto¬ 
my,” said researcher Dr. Bruce 
Haffty. 

An epidemic of breast can¬ 
cer in the lesbian community 
has made the disease the num¬ 
ber-one health concern for gay 
women. V

S.F. Gay Hacker Backers 
Connect with European Gays

The world’s largest international gay computer 
network, BBS Systems of San Francisco, has 
announced a new partnership with a Swiss on-line 
computer system that will connect gays and les¬ 
bians in European countries to more than 50,000 
and gays around the world. 

The partnership has been named STUDSNet 
Europe and is a venture between the operators of 
The Cruise Line, a bulletin board system in 
Switzerland, and BBS Systems. 

The European headquarters of the network will 
provide users throughout Europe with up-to-the- 
minute news and information on gay activities and 
events from around the world. 

“It will also connect Europe to San Francisco 
almost immediately,” said Hans von Braun, direc¬ 
tor of BBS Systems. 

According to von Braun, the network currently 
has systems located through Europe, which are 
served by member computer systems in Germany, 
Italy, Sweden, the Netherlands, and the United 
Kingdom. 

Bulletin boards are on-line computer informa¬ 
tion services that can be accessed through tele¬ 
phone lines connected to a modem. Such services 
offer subscribers the opportunity to send electron¬ 
ic mail via a computer network, participate in pub¬ 
lic forums, access computer databases, and use 
other features. 

According to von Braun, STUDSNet affiliates 
around the world provide updated information 
about gay activities and events in Asia, Australia, 
Canada, Europe, South America, and the United 
States. 

The system also provides access to more than 
200 public forums on topics ranging from travel to 
gay parenting to the latest information on 
HIV/AIDS. Three of the conference areas are in 
French, German, and Italian. 

A popular feature of the on-line system are the 


personal classified areas, where gay and bisexual 
men from around the world meet and discuss com¬ 
mon topics. 

The system also has a personalized electronic 
matchmaker customized for gay people, which 
automatically translates individual statistics and 
personal information about participants into four 
languages - and also provides the capability to 
send or display photographs. 

“There are hundreds of couples together today 
because of the extremely accurate STUDSNet 
matchmaker’s ability to match prospective part¬ 
ners,” von Braun said. 

The network can also provide an instant gay 
rights lobby of thousands of activists, ready to 
respond to any regional or international situation, 
he said. 

“The boycott of American Airlines was started 
on-line and that was mentioned in the media,” von 
Braun said. 

The airline was boycotted two years ago 
because of its, treatment of a San Francisco gay 
PWA. 

“There were thousands of letters going to 
American Airlines and people were canceling 
their reservations. It hurt them in the pocketbook,” 
von Braun said. 

STUDSNet began in 1987, but was a local sys¬ 
tem until three years ago when it began linking 
with other local systems in the United States and 
Canada - and then Australia and other sites - to 
form a 200-system, exclusively lesbian and gay, 
bulletin board network. 

With intercontinental satellite transmission of 
electronic information between major sites, the 
system is also able to provide users with access to 
the thousands of computer systems on the 
Internet, as well as other regional and local net¬ 
works.

Obscene Charges 

toy Al Kielwasser 

On October 3, a judge refused to dismiss charges against a 
Cincinnati gay/lesbian bookstore in the case of the “ State of 
Ohio v. Pink Pyramid ,” and a trial date has been scheduled for 
January 9. The bookstore and three of its clerks are charged 
with -‘pandering obscenity” because they rented a videotape of 
Pier Paolo Pasolini’s film Sab, or the 120 Days of Sodom. If 
found guilty of this “crime,” the defendants could be sentenced 
to 180 days in prison and a $1,000 fine. The bookstore could 
also be fined an additional $5,000. 

In a court brief filed by dozens of anti-censorship organiza¬ 
tions and individuals, Salo is described as a “serious work by a 
major film artist” that “cannot possibly be obscene under pre¬ 
vailing constitutional standards.” A 1973 Supreme Court case, 
“Miller u California ,” established that materials cannot be 
declared legally obscene unless they lack “serious literary, 
artistic, political or scientific value.” 

The American Civil Liberties Onion (ACLU) and the 
National Coalition Against Censorship (NCAC) are particular¬ 
ly dismayed by the lack of press coverage given to this impor¬ 
tant case. Both organizations are seeking assistance in getting 
this story “out in Cincinnati and the rest of the country with the 
message that the arts and people involved in the arts cannot be 
prosecuted without impunity 

Urge the editors of any newspapers you read to cover the 
case, and to consider publishing an editorial statement oppos¬ 
ing the charges against Pink Pyramid and its staff. Also, write 
letters to the editors of both national and Cincinnati papers, 
including the Post (125 E. Court St, Cincinnati, OH 45202, tel. 
513-352-2000) and the Inquirer (312 Elm St., Cincinnati, OH 
45202, tel. 513-721-2700). For additional information on the

Defamation by Omission ... Again 

The September 1994 issue of Woman 's Day magazine fea¬ 
tures an article on “How to Raise Moral Kids in an Immoral 
World.” The author, Barbara Sofer, does not attack the morali¬ 
ty of homosexuality. In fact, she doesn’t mention lesbians or 
gays at all. But that’s the problem. 

Among her family’s list of rules, Sofer writes, is: “Don’t 
make racist or sexist remarks and jokes " Significantly, she fails 
to include an admonition against homophobic jokes, which are 
all-too-common amongst children, and which can be especial¬ 
ly hateful and hurtful to a young gay or lesbian person. 
According to a survey conducted by the American Association 
of University Women, anti-gay epithets are the most common 
form of harassment experienced by young children in U.S. 
schools. By omitting homophobic remarks and jokes from her 
guidelines, Sofer fails to acknowledge the pervasiveness of a 
problem that regularly goes unchallenged. 

Alert the editors of Woman ’s Day to this glaring omission, 
and suggest some topics (anti-gay name calling, gay/lesbian 
books for young children, Lesbian/Gay History Month in 
schools, etc.) that the magazine could explore in order to help 
parents raise healthy and enlightened kids in a homophobic 
world.

The Fundie Pages 

Target magazine is a conservative “Christian” publication 
subtitled “For Today’s Thinking Fundamentalist” (clearly, an 
oxymoron). In the August 1994 issue of Target , executive edi¬ 
tor Tim Lee sings the praises of Oliver North, who is currently 
a candidate for the U.S. Senate. Lee encourages his readers to 
support North’s political campaign, saying: “We need a man 
who has proudly and honorably worn the uniform of this nation, 
been a law-abiding citizen, and has remained faithful to his wife 
and family. When America has a Senate full of homosexuals, 
postage stamps for cash trading money embezzlers, driving off 
bridges and killing their passengers while sustaining temporary 
memory loss Senators, America needs a man with character, 
self-discipline, and high morals. America needs Oliver North. 

“Oliver North is the man of the highest character in this 
Senate race,” Lee concludes. 

According to Freedom Writer newsletter, Lee’s editorial is 
“an apparent violation of IRS regulations.” Target magazine is 
published by Target Publications and Tim Lee Ministries, a 
non-profit organization. Such organizations are prohibited 
from making political endorsements. In 1986, for example, the 
IRS found the Jimmy Swaggart ministry guilty of political 
activity by a tax-exempt organization after Swaggart’s maga¬ 
zine, The Evangelist , supported Pat Robertson’s bid for 
President of the United Sates. 

Homophobic, right-wing political organizations - claiming 
to produce only “religious” magazines, radio, and television 
programs - must not be allowed to masquerade as “church 
groups” in order to avoid paying taxes. You can report such 
non-profit abuses directly to the IRS (tax fraud line, 800-859-

S.M. Town Hall Provides 
AIDS Updates, Urges Actions 

Motivation of Local People Is Key, Expert Says

The third annual AIDS Town 
Hall at the San Mateo County 
Schools office in Redwood 
Shores provided an audience of 
75 with new AIDS information, 
analysis by experts, and pointers 
to improvement on Thursday, 
October 13. The two-and-a- 
half-hour meeting was moderat¬ 
ed by Michael Edell, executive 
director of the AIDS 
Community Research 

Consortium, and was open to 
anyone concerned with AIDS 
matters. 

Organized into two segments 
- one focusing strictly on the 
medical factors and the other on 
public policy issues, a platform 
for the knowledgeable and a 
chance for the public to have 
questions answered - the meet¬ 
ing presented six representatives 
on diverse but interrelated sub¬

jects. Each presentation was fol¬ 
lowed by a question and answer 
period. 

Save the State 
from Prop. 187 

Making a strong plea for 
defeat of Proposition 187, the 
so-called “Save Our State” ini¬ 
tiative, Dr. Margaret Taylor, 
Director of the San Mateo 
County Health Services Agency, 
illustrated how passage of the 
measure would adversely affect 
detection and control of all com¬ 
municable diseases as it elimi¬ 
nated testing and treatment of 
illegal immigrants. Pointing out 
first that immigrants enter the 
U.S. illegally desperate for eco¬ 
nomic survival, not for educa¬ 
tion and healthcare, she empha¬ 
sized that forbidding them 
healthcare and requiring health¬ 
care providers to act as police in 
reporting all suspected illegals 
who asked for it, epidemics 
would be driven underground 
with drastic results for the gen¬ 
eral population as well as for 
illegal immigrants. 

Taylor stated that another, lit¬ 
tle-publicized effect would be to 
eliminate healthcare for many of 
the incarcerated, most of whom 
have had no such care before in 
their lives. The resultant epi¬ 
demics, particularly of such 
highly communicable diseases 
as tuberculosis, would be devas¬ 
tating. That prospect, she assert¬ 
ed, is why the county board of 
supervisors and law enforce¬ 
ment people all over the state 
are vehemently opposed to 187. 

A global picture, including 
feedback from the 10th 
International AIDS conference 
in Yokohama, was presented by 
Dr. Dennis Israelski, medical 
director of the San Mateo 
County AIDS Program. He 
began with a swift but clear 
explanation of the HIV virus, 
how it works, and how oppor¬ 
tunistic infections are its usual 
product. Calling AIDS a “dia¬ 
bolical disease,” Israelski stated 
that, to date, over 100,000 arti¬ 
cles have been written about it. 

Recent projections coming 
from the Yokohama conference 
show that by the year 2000, 
probably 35 million people will 
be infected. Heterosexual con¬ 
tact is the principal avenue of 
infection now. Africa and the 
U.S. are the principal “hot 
spots” now, with Southeast Asia 
moving into the same category. 
In our country, AIDS is the main 
cause of death of men age 25 to 
44. 

Basis for 
genetic research 

The current status of knowl¬ 
edge of AIDS is a mixture of the 
known and the still mysterious, 
Israelski showed. For example, 
exposure does not automatically 
equal infection. In fact, some 
people who have been repeated¬ 
ly exposed have not developed 
the disease, a factor for consid¬ 
eration while researching genet¬ 
ic matters - the beginnings of 
which have been made, but no 
sound results should be expect¬ 
ed until five or ten years. 

Nevertheless, certain other 
measures are proving to be 
effective in tracking and coun¬ 


teracting the effects of the dis¬ 
ease, including the use of surro¬ 
gate markers and combinations 
of drugs. While early interven¬ 
tion is vital to sustain health, 
many patients are reluctant to 
take AZT and ddl. It is 
Israelski’s belief that tolerance 
of such drugs can be improved 
and that a combination is better 
than alternating treatments. He 
displayed a graph from the 
Centers for Disease Control 
(CDC) showing that health has 
been significantly extended by 
such means. “We need multiple 
agent regimens,” he empha¬ 
sized. 

While Israelski agreed that 
parallel means, such as 
improvement of mental states 
and diet regimens, can probably 
help, he strongly advised 
against placing trust in alterna¬ 
tive treatments as sole remedies 
and urged careful examination 
of means that could be fraudu¬ 
lent. 

“Mainstream” vs. 
“Special and separate” 

In the public policy part of 
the program, Dr. Gene Copello, 
director of the San Mateo 
County AIDS Program, spoke 
first on the necessity of re¬ 
authorization of such federal 
funding of the Ryan White Act 
and such similar supports as the 
Housing Opportunities Act. He 
has found, however, while there 
have been some increases in the 
funds for 1994, re-funding is 
becoming more difficult. 

Copello’s main address was 
on an overview of the national 
AIDS scene. He sees the princi¬ 
pal problem as a conflict 
between “mainstreaming,” a 
tendency to see AIDS as simply 
another part of the whole 
national health program, and a 
“special and separate” view in 
which AIDS would continue to 
be understood as necessarily 
apart, needing development and 
administration as a unique mat¬ 
ter. Copello asserts that AIDS is 
a greater challenge than before 
and therefore requires different, 
more intensive effort. 

Parallel with this conflict is 
another, with an “AIDS indus¬ 
try” on the one hand and “AIDS 
as social movement” on the 
other. Copello sees both devel¬ 
opments as to be expected, 
given the history of early 
involvement by groups, such as 
all those concentrated on civil 
rights, as inevitable. However, 
he avers that any “normalizing” 
of AIDS is an error. 

Pat Dunn, Policy Associate 
of the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, spoke at length on 
the efforts of the 11 -county Bay 
Area HIV Advocacy Network 
and its relation to the LIFE 
AIDS Lobby and its work in 
Sacramento and statewide. She 
reported both good news and 
bad from the state capital, most 
often excoriating Governor 
Wilson’s vetoes of bills passed 
by the legislature. Among those 
were one on legitimizing med¬ 
ical use of marijuana to alleviate 
AIDS-related conditions and 
another that would legalize 
clean needle exchanges, the lat¬ 
ter ignoring the CDC finding

San Francisco Supervisor 
Susan Leal says that voters this 
year are “seriously tired” of 
bureaucratic inefficiency and 
waste, and that she supports 
their concerns. 

“I’m glad they are tired, but 
one thing I’m hopeful of is that 
they don’t somehow mix that up 
and say we have to move the 
progressive agenda to the side. 
They aren’t mutually exclusive 
of each other,” Lfeal told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

With an undergraduate 
degree in Economics from the 
University of California at 
Berkeley and a law degree from 
Berkeley’s Boalt Hall, Leal, 
who calls herself a “practical 
progressive,” says that fiscal and 
management savvy and respon¬ 
sive government and social poli¬ 
cies are not antithetical con¬ 
cepts. 

“We don’t all have to run 
around and grasp at Republican 
values. We can keep our pro¬ 
gressive and civil rights agenda. 
Unless you really mind the 
store, unless you start cutting 
the fat, you really can’t accom¬ 
plish a lot of the progressive 


agenda. I’m glad that people are 
tired of the bullshit and waste 
and government not working. 
The main reason you want to be 
fiscally responsible is so you 
can accomplish things for peo¬ 
ple,” Leal told the B.A.R. 

A health care costs and sys¬ 
tems expert who is the vice 
president of Healthcare 
Compare, Leal told the Bay 
Area Reporter that her concern 
about the public health care sys¬ 
tem is why she sought an 
appointment to the board as a 
replacement for Supervisor 
Roberta Achtenberg last year. 

“Preserving the integrity of 
our public health system is the 
reason I sought appointment to 
the board. I’ve fought for the 
health budget and have sought 
new revenues for San Francisco 
General Hospital. The public 
health system in the city is one 
of my highest priorities,” Leal 
said. 

A member of the board’s 
Health, Public Safety, ancl 
Environment Committee, Leal 
is also the board’s representative 
to the Medi-Cal Managed Care 
Steering Committee and the 
city’s Health Task Force, and 
has effectively lobbied for 
increased public health funds 
both in Sacramento and 
Washington. 

“Health care has been my 
business for the last 18 years,” 
she said. 

A native San Franciscan, 
Leal says that she would like to 
continue to serve on the Health 
Committee if she is reelected to 
the board for a full term. 

Leal has endorsed incumbent 
Supervisors Carole Migden and 
Kevin Shelley for re-election. 
She has also endorsed candi¬ 
dates Tom Ammiano and Mabel

“I feel most comfortable with 
Tom and Carole,” Leal acknowl¬ 
edged. “Even though Carole and 
I disagree on some occasions, I 
agree with her a lot, even though 
we have very different styles.” 

And, although she also has 
some disagreements with 
Ammiano’s perspectives about 
organized labor, she believes 
that he cares about his con¬ 
stituents. 

“I think he feels organized 
labor still needs a very strong 
voice, and I feel that it should 
just be one of many voices at the 
board. We may not always polit¬ 
ically agree, but I appreciate his 
style, and I think he tries to lis¬ 
ten to people. I also think he’s 
been a real good voice for the 
lesbian and gay community.” 

Leal says her constituency is 
pretty broadly based. 

“Some people would like to 
define my constituency very 
narrowly. Some people say I 
should be more progressive, 
some people think I should be 
less progressive, but people 
think that what I say makes 
sense; that I have a reasonable 
approach, I respect the political 
process, and I try to respect 
other people’s views,” Leal said. 

During her tenure on the 
board Leal has quietly but 
intently convened a variety of 
public hearings on several 
issues including housing funds 
for people with AIDS; drafted a 
MUNI Riders’ Bill of Rights 
passed by the board and signed 
by Mayor Frank Jordan; and 
drawn attention to MUNI ser¬ 
vice and safety issues, the man¬ 
agement of substance abuse 
treatment programs for home¬ 
less people, and other concerns. 

“I’m very vocal about gay 
and lesbian issues, but I’m also 
very vocal about youth issues,” 
Leal told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“I’ve been involved in a number 
of proposals concerning youth 
recreation. I’m only limited in 
my constituency by people who 
expect me to be more conserva¬ 
tive or to be something I’m not. 

In addition to her interest in 
and work on public transporta¬ 
tion with the San Francisco 
Transit Authority, Leal has a 
keen concern for the Mission 
District. 

While on the board. Leal 
obtained funding for Mission 
Library to relocate to a tempo¬ 
rary site, instead of closing as 
slated for two years during 
Seismic retrofitting. She also 
successfully sought and 
obtained a private grant to estab¬ 
lish a highly successful after¬ 


school program for Mission 
neighborhood youth. 

Leal says her career in health 
and her previous legislative 
careers as counsel to the 
California Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee from 1976- 
82 and the U.S. House Energy 
and Commerce Committee’s 
Subcommittee on Oversight and 
Investigation have been rich and 
rewarding. 

“I’ve accomplished a lot in 
my life, and this is something I 
want to do and I think I can con¬ 
tribute,” Leal said. “In some 
ways being on the board is icing

‘There was 
never any dis¬ 
cussion that I 
would never 
disagree with 
him or vote 
against him. There were general 
discussions about what I 

thought were the issues facing 

the city. I’ve kept faith with 
where I believe I came from 
when I got the appointment. 
Blind loyalty wasn’t requested. 
More importantly, I had a con¬ 
stituency of more than one. 

“The Mayor is not my only 
constituent. I have a constituen¬ 
cy of 700,000 residents of the 
city. That’s what I’ve got to keep 
faith in - what I think is right - 
and sometimes we disagree. 
Some of his conservative base 
has never gotten over the fact 
that I’m not their kind. I’m a 
Latin. I’m a lesbian,” she said. 

With a re-election campaign 
budget of $260,000, Leal said 
that her biggest campaign con¬ 
tributors come from the lesbian 
and gay community and “the 
Latino community, to a lesser 
extent.” 

“I will tell you,” she said, 
“I’ve solicited money from just 
about everybody, including the 
business community; basically 
people who have the wherewith¬ 
al and who are political givers. 
Also people who are major 
benefactors in the gay and les¬ 
bian community. 

“I do okay. I’m not as disci¬ 
plined as Carole.” 

Leal says that being a lesbian 
has shaped her political leader¬ 
ship on the board. 

“Certain issues come to the 
fore. People from the lesbian 
and gay community feel you are

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Gay Libertarian Mark Valverde Runs Against Kopp

A young gay Libertarian 
from the Bay Area - Mark 
Valverde - is urging voters to 
forget the party affiliations in 
the current race to unseat 
incumbent state Senator 
Quentin Kopp (Independent- 
San Francisco/San Mateo). 
Valverde says without hesitation 
that he, and not the Democratic 
candidate, is the real liberal in 
the contest. 

Valverde, 36, says registered 
Democrats and traditional 
Democrats ought to vote for him 
because Patrick Fitzgerald, the 
current candidate of that party, 
is supported by the Christian 
right and “is virulently anti¬ 
choice and anti-gay.” 

In fact, Valverde doesn’t see 
much difference between 
Fitzgerald and Kopp - or, for 
that matter. Republican Tom 
Spinoza. He calls them all 
“arch-conservatives.” 

“As a Libertarian, I’m the 
only candidate who is pro- 
choice, pro-gay, and represents 
San Francisco’s tradition of pro¬ 
moting civil liberties and social 
tolerance,” Valverde told the 
Bay Area Reporter. And, he 
added, “I’m the only candidate 
with a record of supporting 
legalization of hypodermic nee¬ 
dles and needle exchanges to 
fight AIDS.” 

Valverde says he also sup¬ 
ports the decriminalization of 
marijuana for medical purposes. 

Valverde, who answers the 
Libertarian Party’s toll-free 800 
number, and thereby talks to a 
Jot of people, thinks the most 
important issue this year is the 
worry on the part of many “that 
American freedoms are being 
taken away.” 

To that he adds “the econo¬ 
my” as another important issue. 

His first priority would be 
repeal of California’s mandatory 
minimum sentencing law. He 
also thinks it important to build 
upon John Burton’s civil asset 
forfeiture bill, which would 
limit forfeiture. Valverde would 
also work to release all non-vio¬ 
lent drug offenders from the 
prisons to relieve overcrowding, 
and work toward ending drug 
prohibition. He feels drugs 
should be legalized and regulat¬ 
ed like alcohol. “Drug prohibi¬ 
tion is a failure,” Valverde said. 

“I endorse the full 
Libertarian slate,” Valverde said. 
He will also endorse Wayne 
Smith’s run for San Francisco 
supervisor; while he’s not yet 
really well known and not a 
Libertarian, Smith “has a lot of 
Libertarian leanings,” Valverde 
said. 

He sees a possibility that he 
could beat Kopp. And he adds, 
“It would be an honor to be 
elected California’s first openly 
gay state senator.” 

Valverde’s constituency will 
include Libertarians, young pro¬ 
gressives, hemp activists, les¬ 
bians and gays, youths, and 
Jerry Brown Democrats. 
Valverde is more impressed 
with brother Jerry than with sis¬ 
ter Kathleen Brown, the current 
Democratic gubernatorial candi¬ 
date. Both are the children of 
former Governor Edmund G. 
(Pat) Brown. 

Valverde says he has no 
major donors. “I hardly raised 
any money,” he said candidly. 
He is counting on grass roots 
activism. “I’m not interested in 
being bought off,” he said. 

His political views have been 


shaped considerably by the fact 
he is gay, Valverde said. Among 
other things, it has “helped me 
to realize that the smallest 
minority is the individual and 
the right to be different even as a 
minority of one can be very 
important. 

“I’m the only candidate who 
has the liberal social agenda that 
is supportive of gay and lesbian 
issues.” 

As to whether he thinks of 
himself as a liberal or a conser¬ 
vative, Valverde says, “I think 
we’re in the middle of a para¬ 
digm shift. The old paradigm of 
left, right, liberal, conservative, 
is breaking down. The old 
alliances of the cold war period 
are breaking down and the new 
paradigm will be libertarian vs. 
authoritarian.” 

Concerning gay activists, 
Valverde says, “I think some¬ 
thing has changed. I met a lot of 
the pre-Stonewall activists and I 
think sometime during the 70s 
the emphasis changed. Prior to 
that they were individualists, 
and now they’re more collec¬ 


tivists. Stereotypes have 
emerged, particularly among 
young activists, whose attitude 
is basically, ‘I’m here. I’m 
queer, get used to it, and I’m 
going to make you like me, or 
else accept me, whether you 
want to or not.’” 

At the same time there are 
baby boomers who are now gay 
activists. Valverde feels they 
have “an over-emphasis on try¬ 
ing to be respectable in a tradi¬ 
tional heterosexual way. I think 
these are a minority, but they are 
the most vocal.” 

Valverde feels that to further 
itself politically, the gay com¬ 
munity has to encourage indi¬ 
viduals “to be out, to live your 
life and don’t worry about 
what other people think, to 
work on succeeding in your 
personal life, your career and 
politically. ...” He stresses his 
belief that “economic power is 
much more important than 
political power. “ 

Nationally, Valverde thinks 
the gay movement should push 
not only for domestic rights but

to change existing marriage 
laws. “Change the phrase 
between man and woman to two 
people - or better still a contract 
between two or more people!”

WeHo Offers $5,000 Reward in 
Chicago Gay Activist’s Murder

On Monday, October 17 the 
West Hollywood City Council 
voted to offer a $5,000 reward 
for information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of the per¬ 
son or persons responsible for 
the murder of Chicago gay 
activist Jon Simmons. Later, 
Mayor Abbe Land said that fig¬ 
ure may jump to $10,000 if the 
city can get Chicago’s Mayor 
Richard Daley to add matching 
funds. 

Simmons was found naked 
with one bullet shot to the head 
in a Beverly Hills back alley in 
the early morning of October 2. 
The Beverly Hills Police 
Department is pursuing the 
case. But because Simmons was 
a prominent gay activist and 
because he was last seen in West 
Hollywood, the city has taken 
an active interest in helping 
solve the crime. They are asking 
for anyone who may have seen 
Simmons or know anything 
about the murder to come for¬ 
ward. Police and public officials 
says they will grant anonymity 
if necessary. 

Simmons, 39, had worked 
for two Chicago mayors as the 
director of the Commission on 
Human Rights Advisory 
Council on Gay and Lesbian 
Issues. In 1991 he left to go to 
law school, because, his best 
friend Mike Barbosa says, he 
just got a B.A. in English and he 
“decided he wanted to do some¬ 
thing else. He wanted to go into 
public law to work with under¬ 
dogs and civil rights issues. He 
was looking at ending up at the 
ACLU. That was the type of 
person he was.” 

He was also, Barbosa says, 
an opinionated diplomat. “He 
fiercely believed in himself and 
the people around him and what 
he felt was right,” Barbosa 
recalled in an October 17 con¬ 
versation from his home in 
Chicago. “He was also one of 
the best diplomats I’ve ever met 
in my life. He could tell a man 
he was full of shit and the man 
would thank him for telling 
him.” 

But in the ten months before 
his murder, Simmons had expe¬ 
rienced hard personal times. His 
35-year-old lover of 12 years, 
Alex Poplawski, died in January 
of AIDS. Simmons had taken 
care of Poplawski himself. 
“Alex was the genius of the two. 
He was a Fullbright scholar, a 
graduate of the London School 
of Economics, and he worked at 
a big time law firm,” recalls 
Barbosa. “Jon said Alex taught 
him how to think. But Jon knew 
how to speak with people.” 

Between grieving for 
Poplawski and working to 
graduate from the Illinois 
Institute of Technology’s Kent 
Law School in July, Simmons 
was up for a vacation. He flew 
to San Francisco to visit his 
older brother Barry for a week 
before the two flew to Los 
Angeles on September 27 on 
the way to Hawaii. They origi¬ 
nally thought about staying at a 
hotel on West Hollywood’s 
famous Santa Monica 
Boulevard, but discovered that 
“for a few dollars difference,” 
they could stay at the Century 
Plaza Hotel. They decided it 
was “more chic to stay in 
Beverly Hills,” says Barry

Simmons, 55, who is also gay. 

The Simmons brothers spent 
Saturday, October 1, the day of 
Jon’s murder, acting like typical 
L.A. tourists: Gladstone’s for 
lunch, a trip to the J. Paul Getty 
Museum, skipping a swim in 
Malibu to go back to the Plaza’s 
pool and to rest. They discussed 
“going someplace special” for 
dinner, but Barry said, “I’m over 
L.A.,” and the two ate in the 
Plaza’s restaurant. 

After dinner Jon donned his 
newly purchased dark green, 
long-sleeve silk shirt with no 
collar, black Levis, and boots to 
go meet some friends around 10 
p.m. at the trendy Abbey coffee 
house in West Hollywood. He 
also wore his wedding bands 
from Alex, and a Seiko watch. 

“How do I look?” Jon asked 
Barry. “Great.” “Well, I’m off,” 
Jon said. “Okay, have a good 
time,” Barry said, not conceiv¬ 
ing for a moment that it would 
be the last time he saw his 
brother alive. 

The Abbey’s general manag¬ 
er Bo Trumbell was working the 
cash register that night and 
remembers seeing Simmons on 
line, since he makes visual con¬ 
tact with everyone. He remem¬ 
bers Simmons drinking his cof¬ 
fee as if he were waiting for 
someone. Then around 11:30 
Simmons made a phone call 
from the pay phone. After that, 
Trumbell says, he thinks 
Simmons left. 

Barry Simmons says friends 
that were to meet his brother 
“thought the time was not set in 
stone. 

“One had a flower presenta¬ 
tion and he didn’t know when 
they’d been done. They hoped 
they’d catch up with him,” 
Barry says. At 11:30, when the 
friends had not shown, Jon 
called Barry, sounding “a little 
bit angry.” He said he was going 
out and have a drink. “That’s 
fine,” Barry told Jon. But since 
Barry didn’t know the gay bars, 
he didn’t join him. 

“Jon didn’t go out a lot. But 
he was social and he’d go have a 
drink and meet people. He was 
very savvy with people because 
of his political experience in 
Chicago so I didn’t think too 
much about it. And we’d been 
there before. He knew the area. 
Earlier they had parked in a 
parking lot with an attendant 
behind a row of bars on Santa 
Monica Boulevard.” 

Barry Simmons thinks Jon 
left the Abbey and walked 
across the street to one of the 
bars “right there. He didn’t 
know any of the out of the way 


places and neither one of us 
knew L.A. I think he was 
abducted in the parking lot. He 
was much too savvy to fall for 
any kind of come-on gimmick - 
and he was very fussy sexually. 
He had a lot of class. In my 
heart of hearts I don’t think he 
would have gone out with any¬ 
body there. It’s possible, but I 
don’t think it’s probable. It 
would have had to be somebody 
pretty special.” 

A little after 7 a.m. the next 
day West Hollywood City 
Councilmember Paul Koretz 
took his dog for their usual walk 
across Doheny Boulevard into 
Beverly Hills. Suddenly a 
woman came running out of an 
alley saying she’d tried to talk to 
other people but couldn’t get 
their attention. There was a 
naked body lying in the alley. 
Koretz hurriedly took the dog 
home, got his wife’s cellular 
phone, and went to see. 

“Sure enough, there was a 
nude dead body, face down, 
with one gun shot wound to the 
head and a pool of blood that 
looked pretty dried up. It looked 
like he’d been there several 
hours,” Koretz recalls. He called 
911, and a few minutes later 
“about eight” Beverly Hills 
patrol cars showed up. 

The body was found in the

What’s Up, Doc? 

AAPHR Changes Name to GLMA

The membership of the American 
Association of Physicians For Human 
Rights, a 13 year old U.S. and 
Canadian lesbian and gay medical 
group, has voted to change its name to 
the Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association. 

The group came out of the “organi¬ 
zational closet” on October 11, 
National Coming Out Day, with a ban¬ 
ner-changing ceremony at the San 
Francisco Medical Society. 

The move reflects both the changing 
face of the gay and lesbian civil rights 
movement and the increasing visibility 
of lesbian and gay health issues in 
organized medicine, according to Bob 
Cabaj, president of the 1,500-member 
organization of physicians, medical 
students, and their supporters. 

“I’m very happy with the change,” 
Cabaj, a psychiatrist in private practice, 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

According to Cabaj, many lesbian 


and gay physicians felt that an openly 
gay and lesbian organization identifica¬ 
tion could be damaging to their careers 
when AAPHR was formed in 1982, so 
the neutral moniker was adopted. 

Such concerns were not always 
shared by some physicians, including 
the members of such groups as the Gay 
and Lesbian Physicians of New 
England, Cabaj observed. 

A name change was opposed by 
AAPHR membership four years ago by 
a two-to-one margin. Two years ago, 
members opposed the name change by 
55-45 percent. This year the vote in 
favor of the name change won by a 60- 
40 margin, according to GLMA 
Executive Director Ben Schatz. 

Not all of the losing 40 percent are 
thrilled, Cabaj admitted. “I guess we’ll 
lose a few members who are uncom¬ 
fortable,” he told the B.A.R. 

The group will retain AAPHR as a 
legal identity, but will begin doing 
business as GLMA. 

Cabaj also noted that there had been 


some discussion of concerns that bisex¬ 
uals and transgender physician mem¬ 
bers might object to the name change. 

“We tried to come up with a name 
that was succinct and easy to use,” he 
said. A clause which identifies GLMA 
as an organization of gay, lesbian, 
bisexual medical students and their 
supporters will appear on the group’s 
paperwork, Cabaj said. 

GLMA is renowned for both its 
Medical Expertise Retention Program, 
an advocacy program for HIV-positive 
medical students and physicians, and 
the Lesbian Health Foundation, the 
only national foundation for lesbian 
health issues. 

The group has also conducted a 
groundbreaking study of lesbian and 
gay physicians that documented Wide¬ 
spread discrimination against sexual 
minority physicians and lesbian and 
gay patients. 

Last year the group sponsored the 
first national lesbian and gay HIV pre¬ 
vention summit meeting. T

Crypto Does Live 
In Hetch Hetchy, 
But Not Very Much

Minuscule amounts of the 
waterborne parasite Crypto¬ 
sporidium have been detected in 
San Francisco’s raw water sup¬ 
ply, the B.A.R. learned from 
Steve Leonard, program manag¬ 
er for Hetch Hetchy water treat¬ 
ment program. However, he 
said, that doesn’t mean residents 
are unduly exposed to it by 
drinking the water; nor would 
they be protected from it merely 
by switching to bottled or boiled 
water. 

In a lengthy, friendly, and 
candid interview on Monday, 
October 17, Leonard said the 
national tumult set off by a 
recent Cryptosporidium story 
on NBC’s Dateline failed to 
make use of much of the scien¬ 
tific data he and others had pro¬ 
vided, and presented a some¬ 
what sensational and distorted 
view that is contrary to the com¬ 
plicated scientific facts. 

The San Francisco Water 
Department has been routinely 
testing water for Cryptosporid¬ 
ium for the past two years, 
Leonard told the B.A.R. 
Technicians filter 1,000 liters of 
water at a time, pulverize it, and 
examine it under a microscope. 
What they have found, he said, 
is an average of .2 Crypto¬ 
sporidium cysts per 100 liters of 
water. This is five times lower 
than what is typical, he said, 
explaining that “typical does not 
mean disease-causing.” 

The NBC report indicated 10 
cysts per 100 liters is consid¬ 
ered a public health hazard. 
There is no current federally 
recognized safety limit for 
Crypto, but that will change 
soon due to legislation from 
gay Congressman Gerry Studds 
of Massachusetts. 

“We only recover it in raw 
water,” Leonard said, “and less 
than 30 percent of the time. 

“If we collected 100 sam¬ 
ples, only 30 of them would 


have Crypto, and it would aver¬ 
age out to .2 cysts,” he empha¬ 
sized. 

No surface water supply is 
Cryptosporidium-free, water 
technicians told the B.A.R. 

In terms of advising people 
with compromised immune sys¬ 
tems - whether, for example, 
they should they boil their water 
- Leonard said, “From the 
beginning - in 1992 - we went 
to the medical professionals and 
asked, ‘What do you think we 
ought to do with it?”’ 

It has gotten to be an issue 
now of “how many people [will] 
we scare to death vs. how many 
people [will] we help?” 

In November, Leonard said, 
a meeting of state health and 
water people will discuss the 
Cryptosporidium problem. 

Leonard said he is fully 
aware it is a serious issue and 
“we have known, and we have 
told, and we are concerned 
about our population.” 

The San Francisco Water 
Department, he indicated, 
works closely with the Public 
Health Department to provide 
practical solutions. 

However, he stressed, 
Cryptosporidium “is not just a 
water-related issue.” It can be 
transmitted person-to-person, or 
animal-to-person, or even from 
fruits and vegetables that have 
been sprayed with water else¬ 
where, Leonard said. “It’s a 
hard critter to kill,” he added. 

Water technicians told the 
B.A.R. that Crypto cysts are 
somewhat like seeds. Some, but 
not all, would grow; some are 
not “viable.” 

Dr. Frances Taylor, epidemi¬ 
ologist with the San Francisco 
Department of Public Health, 
had not responded to phone 
calls from the B.A.R. by press 
time. 

Previously, Health Depart¬ 
ment officials said San 
Francisco’s water supply is safe 
from the parasite. ▼

UCSF/SFGH Study Proves What People Long Suspected 

Growth Hormone Helps PWAs Keep the Weight Up

A study of bioengineered human 
growth hormone indicates it helps people 
with AIDS combat weight loss, 
researchers announced Friday, October 
14. 

The two-year multi-center trial, coor¬ 
dinated by scientists from the University 
of California San Francisco, showed 
those patients with AIDS given daily hor¬ 
mone injections gained significantly 
more weight - particularly lean body 
mass - than those given a simple placebo. 

The study was sponsored by the hor¬ 
mone maker, Serono Laboratories of 
Massachusetts. 

The hormone recipients added an 
average 3.6 pounds overall over three 
months of therapy, including 6.6 pounds 
of lean body tissue, said Morris 
Schambelan, professor of medicine at the 
UCSF-affiliated San Francisco General 


Hospital and principal investigator in the 
study. 

“The increases in lean body mass were 
greater than the increases in weight gain 
as the patients lost an average of three 
pounds of fat while adding lean tissue,” 
he said. 

“By comparison, patients in a control 
group gained less than one pound on 
average and had no significant changes in 
body composition.” 

The study subjects whose lean body 
mass increased performed better on 
treadmill endurance tests, exercising 
longer and at higher workloads, 
Schambelan said. 

On the other hand, those who lost lean 
body mass declined in their treadmill per¬ 
formance. 

“It is important to emphasize that no 
other therapy has had such a consistent, 
positive effect on restoration of lean body 
mass in patients with AIDS-associated 
wasting,” Schambelan said. 


The wasting syndrome has been 
shown to add to the risk of early death, 
with one New York study showing a 
reduction to 66 percent of the ideal body 
mass is fatal. 

Other weight-gain therapies for AIDS 
patients, such as appetite stimulants or 
intravenous feedings, tend to promote fat 
gain rather than lean tissue increase, 
Schambelan said. 

Yet it is lean tissue loss that leads to 
weakness and fatigue, reduced immune 
function, and a quicker progression to 
death, said Kathleen Mulligan, a UCSF 
research endocrinologist at San Francisco 
General Hospital. 

The study of 178 AIDS patients, six of 
them women, at 12 medical centers 
nationwide tested mammalian cell- 
derived growth hormone as a counterat¬ 
tack against the weight loss suffered by 
all the study subjects. 

Half the patients were given the drug 
and half, a placebo. 


The patients on growth hormone 
improved in their treadmill endurance, 
suggesting better functional capacity. 
Mulligan said. 

“Having their legs be able to take them 
further on a treadmill suggests growth 
hormone might help them get around 
day-to-day,” she said. 

Some of the San Francisco patients 
who opted to continue the therapy at the 
conclusion of the study have gained as 
much as 20 pounds and have resumed 
exercise programs they had to give up 
before the study began, Mulligan said. 

Drug side effects included joint and 
muscle aches, swelling in the hands and 
feet, and some symptoms of carpal tunnel 
syndrome, commonly associated with 
computer keyboard use. The side effects 
discontinued when the therapy was 
stopped or lessened. 

The findings were presented at the Third 
International Symposium on Nutrition and 
HIV/AIDS in Philadelphia. ▼ 


WHO Approves HIV Vaccine TVials in Third World

GENEVA - On Friday, October 14, the World Health 
Organization approved several new vaccines that could 
potentially protect people from HIV for large-scale trials 
in Brazil, Thailand, and Uganda. 

It is the first time the WHO has approved any large- 
scale trial of an HIV vaccine. 

WHO said the chemically engineered vaccines have 
already proved to be safe and immunogenic in small-scale 
human trials, but broader tests are required to determine if 
they will protect against infection in humans. 


Some trials have shown to protect chimpanzees from 
the virus, the global health authority said. 

WHO said the decision to approve the vaccines for 
trial is the first step in a process that includes small-scale 
safety and immune response trials. However, because of 
the complexity of the preparations, it is unlikely that the 
large scale tests will begin before 1996. 

“The devastating effects of HIV and AIDS on individ¬ 
uals, families, and societies lends a special urgency to the 
search for an effective vaccine to prevent infection,” 
WHO said. 

The latest WHO figures show that since the start of 


the pandemic, 17 million people have been infected with 
HIV. Of these, an estimated 4 million have developed 
AIDS. 

However, despite the urgent needs for an effective 
vaccine, especially in developing countries where 90 per¬ 
cent of all new infections occur, WHO said there can be 
no ethical or scientific shortcuts to speed the process. 

WHO said it has developed rigorous guidelines for 
such trials including respect for national sovereignty, 
strict adherence to ethical requirements, benefits to pop¬ 
ulation taking part in the trials, and targeting essential 
scientific questions. T

headed toward its ultimate and 
deserved demise.” 

McGuire had predicted that 
the government would not 
appeal at that level for both 
technical and political reasons. 
He was less clear about predict¬ 
ing appeal to the Supreme 
Court, the one route left remain¬ 
ing to the government. That 
window of opportunity is open 
until November 30. 

Two factors may have influ¬ 
enced the Clinton administra¬ 
tion’s non-action. Politics is 
one. The case has been heard in 
California. Filing a seemingly 
futile appeal might have alienat¬ 
ed gay voters and affected the 
close races for governor and 
senator. 

Another factor could be for¬ 
mer Midshipman Joe Steffan’s 
case, where a decision is expect¬ 
ed soon from the Circuit Court 
in Washington, D.C. Newly 
installed presidential legal 
counsel Abner Mikva was chief 
judge on that court and could 


have offered insight to the likely 
decision. 

The New York Times reported 
that Drew Days, Solicitor 
General at the Justice 
Department, is disinclined to 
petition the Meinhold case for 
review by the Supreme Court. 
The rationale is that the 
Meinhold decision affects only 
the “old” regulation. They seem 
willing to concede these few old 
cases to concentrate their ener¬ 
gies on defending the “new” 
albeit similar, regulations bar¬ 
ring open gays and lesbians 
from serving in the military. 

Those reports are nothing 
new. The Justice Department 
has always been more willing to 
concede the futility of these 
cases. Policy has, in fact, been 
driven by the Pentagon. And 
there is no indication there has 
been a change of heart there. 

The Clinton administration is 
“being about as aggressive as 
they possibly can be in litigation 
in the Able case,” the lead chal¬ 
lenge to the “new” regulations, 
said Beatrice Dohrn, legal direc¬ 
tor with the Lambda Legal 
Defense and Education Fund. ▼

that such programs effectively 
reduce the incidence of HIV 
infection. 

Jonathan Messinger, educa¬ 
tion and public relations offi¬ 
cer for the county AIDS pro¬ 
gram, told of the progress of 
local and state groups in estab¬ 
lishing prevention strategies 
under a national mandate from 
the congress, as it was prompt¬ 
ed by the CDC. Large commit¬ 


tees of diverse people have 
been working statewide to pro¬ 
duce acceptable, workable 
plans, and it appears that an 
adaptable plan is being per¬ 
fected. According to 
Messinger, motivation of local 
people is the key factor. The 
major objective is to get strate¬ 
gies on prevention practical for 
various segments of the popu¬ 
lation. 

The meeting closed with 
suggestions for making subse¬ 
quent gatherings even more pro¬ 
ductive. T

A three-way tug-of-war 
between San Francisco General 
Hospital, the San Francisco 
District Attorney’s office, and 
the family of Mario Mondelli - 
represented by the office of 
attorney Melvin Belli - has tem¬ 
porarily stymied progress in the 
case.

outreach programs and must 
include lifting any federal, state 
or local barriers to clean needle 
exchange.” 

She ticked off major increas¬ 
es in AIDS funding for fiscal 
years 1994 and 1995: 

• Funding for AIDS research 
at the National Institutes of 
Health has increased by 25 per¬ 
cent, Pelosi said, “and reforms 
of the Office of AIDS Research 
have resulted in strategic plan¬ 
ning that has helped establish 
new priorities that give us 
hope.” 

• Funding for patient care 
under the Ryan White program 
has increased by 90 percent and 
the ground work has been estab¬ 
lished for an improved program 
with reauthorization, Pelosi 
said. 

• Funding for HIV preven¬ 
tion at the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention have 
increased by 18 percent, and 
reforms have resulted in com¬ 
munity level planning to con¬ 
duct needs assessment and tar¬ 
get interventions where new 
infections are most likely to 
occur. 

Pelosi said the Appropriations

there for them, and I want them 
to feel that I am there for them. 
People approach you. We liter¬ 
ally have an open door. 
Sometimes late at night we 
close it, but we try to keep it 
open during the day. Because 
you are seen as a leader, your 
antennae are always up. You’re 
focused on the issues, on the 
problems.” 

Leal played a central role in 
resolving a community dispute 
with KFRC radio over homo- 
phobic comments made by two 
disk jockeys earlier this year. 
After she asked the Human 
Rights Commission to investi¬ 
gate, the station’s owner apolo¬ 
gized for the deejays’ anti-gay 
slurs. Leal also initiated a 
protest over the Public 
Broadcasting System’s refusal 
to produce More Tales Of The 
City, by local author Armistead 
Maupin. 

As a supervisor. Leal also 
successfully lobbied First 
Interstate Bank to reinstate sex¬ 
ual orientation protections 
throughout the corporation after 
it initially dropped them follow¬ 
ing an interstate merger. 

Leal says the gay and lesbian 
community must never forget 
who their friends are, but also 
needs to remember who hasn’t 
been much help - and hold 
them accountable. 

“We need to really focus 
on what candidates help us. I 
think people forget too 
quickly the things that are 
said about us. People forget 
that not more than two years 
ago during the Republican 
National Convention they 
were focusing on the queers. 
Now they are focusing on 
immigration. We ought to 
keep that in mind. 

“I know this sounds self- 
serving, but people need to 
think about strongly backing 
lesbian and gay candidates. We 
should remember who speaks 
up for us but also remember that 
our own are always going to be 
some of our best advocates,” 
she said. ▼ 


to provide resources and oversee 
programs for women’s health 
research and a variety of pro¬ 
grams for women’s health educa¬ 
tion and prevention programs. 
“Funding for breast cancer has 
increased by 75 percent in the 
last two years since the women 
members joined the subcommit¬ 
tee,” Pelosi noted. She cited 
highlights from this year’s bill: 

• $350 million for breast can¬ 
cer research at the National 
Cancer Institute, a 17 percent 
increase over this year. 

• $100 million for breast and 
cervical cancer screening at the 
Center for Disease Control, an 
increase of $22 million. 

• $105 million for programs 
to control the spread of sexually 
transmitted diseases, an increase 
of $5.6 million over comparable 


1994 funding. (The funds were 
provided to expand on the infer¬ 
tility prevention program focus¬ 
ing on Chlamydia and other 
issues of concern to women.) 

• $2.6 million is provided by 
the bill for the office on 
Women’s Health at the Public 
Health Service, nearly triple the 
funding for the office this year. 
The office coordinated women’s 
health programs across the 
Public Health Service, Pelosi 
indicated. 

“The strength of our pro¬ 
grams rests on the power of 
your ideas and hard work,” 
Pelosi told her audience. “Many 
of the programs - Ryan White, 
HOPWA, and the Pelosi HIV 
Prevention Initiative came about 
because you came to us and

Even With a Suspect in Custody... 

Questions Still Surround Mississippi Murders

The murders of two gay men in rural Mississippi con¬ 
tinue to stir controversy, even though a suspect has been 
arrested in the crime. National gay and lesbian organiza¬ 
tions have questioned the will and the competence of 
local authorities and have called upon the Justice 
Department to intervene. 

The bodies of Robert Walters, 34, and Joseph 
Shoemake, 24, were found sprawled along abandoned 
railroad tracks in their home town of Laurel, Mississippi 
on October 8. Each had been shot execution style with a 
single bullet to the head, fired at close range. 

Laurel is a town of about 19,000, the county seat of 
rural Jones County. Camp Sister Spirit, the controversial 
lesbian retreat, lies in Ovett, about a half hour drive to the 
south and east. 

The murders appeared to be a hate crime to state and 
national gay leaders. They noted the way the men were 
killed and an atmosphere of hate engendered by a year 
long barrage of anti-gay rhetoric spewed by religious 
fundamentalist and local officials. 

Not so, said Sheriff Maurice Hooks from the start. He 
saw robbery as the likely motive. A $1,000 reward for 
information on the murders brought a tip to 
Crimesolvers. Marvin McClendon, 16, was yanked from 
his high school classroom on October 12. Hooks claims 
to have a videotaped confession by McClendon to the 
murders. 

But that didn’t wrap things up for Todd Emerson. 
“There are just so many questions [left unanswered],” he 
said. “It just doesn’t add up.” He and April Richards, 
members of G.L. Friendly, a gay group in Mississippi, 
had gone to Laurel the day after the bodies were discov¬ 
ered to make sure the murders are thoroughly investigat¬ 
ed and not covered up. 

Emerson poses a list of 16 “outstanding questions and 
inconsistencies” still surrounding the case. Principle 
ones are: “From my understanding this kid has not got a 
criminal record, and yet the first offense he does is capi¬ 


tal murder, a double one?” The cold blooded killing 
doesn’t make sense to Emerson. 

If robbery was the motive, then why didn’t 
McClendon take watches, a diamond ring, and the vehi¬ 
cle the men were driving? “They [police] are saying, 
well, he would be afraid it was going to be traced, yet he 
wasn’t afraid to kill 
somebody at point 
blank range?” 

Where is the mur¬ 
der weapon? Where 
is the mass of other 
supporting evidence 
usually present in a 
crime of this magni¬ 
tude? 

A Mississippi 
criminal defense 
attorney, speaking 
on background, 
noted that state law 
requires an attorney 
be present repre¬ 
senting a minor 
who makes a con¬ 
fession. That was 
not the case with 
Todd Emerson McClendon, and 

his confession will 
likely be thrown out 
in court. “That would leave them with no evidence,” said 
Emerson. “They would have to release him. Another 
unsolved murder.” 

The National Gay and Lesbian Task Force had made 
the initial request for the Justice Department to intervene 
in the case on October 10. They wanted it to investigate 
the murders as a hate crime. 

Myron Marlin, spokesman for the department, said 
“they are aware of the situation and are trying to deter¬ 
mine if there is any federal jurisdiction.” 


That inaction prompted Gay & Lesbian Americans 
(GLA) to try another tactic. They filed a criminal com¬ 
plaint with the Justice Department on October 14, charg¬ 
ing local Mississippi officials with intimidating GLA civil 
rights workers. 

At a GLA news conference outside the Department of 
Justice in Washington, on October 17, Michael Petrelis 
read Emerson’s 16 questions. It was part of their broader 
call for federal intervention. 

“Mississippi officials have been engaging in a cam¬ 
paign of harassment and intimidation of our civil rights 
workers, attempting to deprive them of their fundamental 
rights to engage in political conduct,” said GLA national 
coordinator Mickey Wheatley. 

“This intimidation has taken the form of veiled 
threats, stalking, and an illegal search of the activists’ 
hotel room under false pretenses.” He provided affidavits 
from both Emerson and Richards documenting the 
charges. 

“The federal government clearly has jurisdiction 
under Title 18 of the U.S. Code, Sections 241 and 242,” 
said Wheatley. The sections protect free speech under the 
First Amendment and against illegal search and seizure 
under the Fourth Amendment. 

This tactic may in fact offer the Justice Department a 
way to enter into the dispute. 

“I think the Justice Department’s response that they 
have no jurisdiction over the murder of lesbian and gay 
Americans is outrageous,” said Gregory King, 
spokesman for the Human Rights Campaign Fund. 

“What the bureaucrats in the Justice Department are 
saying is that they will look out for other Americans but 
not for gay and lesbian Americans. I think that is some¬ 
thing that needs to change.” 

“Given the ongoing serious deprivation of federal 
rights of gay and lesbian civil rights workers,” said 
Wheatley, “anything less than a full investigation by the 
Justice Department is a sign that the Clinton administra¬ 
tion’s promises of support to lesbians and gay men are 
empty.” T

presidential victory in 1996. 

The gathering of about 20 
party members was attended 
by Representative Bill Paxon 
of New York, chairman of the 
National Republican 

Congressional Committee; 
Republicans from the Reagan- 
Bush White House; former 
Republican staffers on Capitol 
Hill; several corporate execu¬ 
tives; and lobbyists. 

The memo quotes Gingrich, 
the second-ranking Republican 
in the House, as saying his 
“fundamental message is that 
the Clinton Democrats are ‘the 
enemy of normal Americans.’” 

Gingrich spokesman Tony 
Blankley said in an interview 
that Gingrich meant to use the 
word “threat” rather than 
“enemy.” But he singled out 
such Clinton appointees as 
Surgeon General Joycelyn 
Elders, who he said “is in favor 
of legalizing drugs and attack¬ 
ing the Catholic Church” and 
Ira Magaziner, architect of the 
Clinton health care bill, as 
examples of such threats. 

Gingrich also dismissed the 
idea that GOP control of the 
House could actually boost 
Clinton’s chances in 1996 - by 
providing him with ammuni¬ 
tion to attack a do-nothing 
Republican Congress - as 
“nonsense.” 

Such a suggestion, the 
author of the memo quotes 
Gingrich as saying, “could be 
answered in one word: subpoe¬ 
na.” He said if Republicans 
were to capture the 40 seats 
needed to control the House, 
they would hobble the presi¬ 
dent by creating a sprawling 
select committee made up of 
many subcommittees and task 
forces to investigate corruption 
in the Clinton White House. 


He also told the group that 
if Republicans win control and 
he becomes speaker of the 
House, “there would be the 
opportunity to restructure and 
restaff’ the Office of 
Technology Assessment, the 
Congressional Budget Office, 
and all other administrative 
jobs. He referred to the reorga¬ 
nization plan as a “Reagan- 
style” document.

The memo also said 
Gingrich also offered three 
“resource messages” to com¬ 
panies, lobbyists, and individ¬ 
ual donors in an effort to solic¬ 
it donations. 

To donors, he was quoted as 
saying, the message should be 
“to get even with the Clinton 
tax increase and give to 
Republican candidates.” 
Corporations should be 
advised, he said, to “calculate 
what costs the Republicans had 
saved them from” and count on 
future savings if Republicans 
replace Democrats as chairmen 
of key House committees. 

Lobbyists should be told 
that Democrats tried to impose 
“Stalinist” and “punitive” mea¬ 
sures with proposed campaign 
finance reform and legislation. 
He was quoted as saying 
Democratic lobbyists “should 
feel particularly bitter that their 
friends in leadership and the 
Congress were so enthusiastic 
to do this to them.” 

The other message was for 
political action committees. 
With their best chance in years 
of winning control of the 
Senate and possibly the House, 
Republican leaders are launch¬ 
ing a pre-emptive strike on the 
corporate PAC community, 
hoping to reverse a decade- 
long trend in which they have 
given the lion’s share of their 
contributions to the Democrats 
who control the committee 


process in both houses of 
Congress. 

Gingrich, like GOP leaders 
in the Senate, has been offer¬ 
ing his hand to corporate rep¬ 
resentatives of PACs, basical¬ 
ly telling them to donate 
money now or not to expect 
any help from Republicans if 
they win a majority and take 
control of key congressional 
committees. 

If the Republicans fail to 
win a majority, Gingrich was 
quoted in the memo as saying, 
GOP leaders would spend “the 
first 60 days” of the next con¬ 
gress trying to recruit converts 
from the Democratic party. 

“Newt said that he felt the 
strategy was viable only if they 
were close to a 36-seat gain,” 
the memo said. 

Gingrich is quoted as say¬ 
ing other Republicans estimate 
that as many as 12 House 
Democrats are likely to switch 
parties, but that he personally 
believes four is more likely. 
Blankley said Gingrich has 
received commitments from 
those four Democratic mem¬ 
bers to switch. 

According to the memo, 
Paxon said that individual 
Republican House members 
have transferred about $3 mil¬ 
lion from their own campaign 
funds to the NRCC and other 
GOP candidates’ races. He also 
said that in this two-year elec¬ 
tion cycle alone, Republicans 
have raised more than $4 mil¬ 
lion for the NRCC, up from 
$500,000 in the last cycle. 

At the White House, deputy 
communications director 
David Dreyer responded to the 
memo, telling reporters 
Gingrich “does Lord Acton 
one better. He is corrupted by 
power he doesn’t even have 
yet.” Britain’s Lord Acton is 
noted in history for the saying, 
“Power corrupts and absolute 
power corrupts absolutely.” T

Scam Alleged Against Former S.F. Leather Man

At least one arrest warrant 
has been sworn out against a 
nomadic leather man alleged to 
be a rip-off artist. Now three 
men who say they were his vic¬ 
tims, in Phoenix, Denver, and 
here in San Francisco, have 
come forward to warn the gay 
community in hopes of prevent¬ 
ing others from falling prey to 
his charms and dishonesty. 

San Francisco resident Greg 
Pocock, one of those men, told 
the Bay Area Reporter , “I want 
this asshole caught!” Two other 
men who have lodged similar 
complaints, Don Smith of 
Phoenix and Joe Potter of 
Denver, share that sentiment. 

All three men befriended and 
subsequently trusted the same 
man, whom they now identify as 
David A. Delorey, and say he 
repaid their kindness with 
ingratitude - and worse. “He 
works his way into their [the 
victims’] lives. And when the 
time is right he screws them and 
robs them,” Pocock told the 
B.A.R. 

Delorey, whose birthdate is 
believed to be May 16, 1960, is 
described as 5’3” tall, of stocky 
build, with distinctive markings 
on his back. Pocock said 
Delorey told him the marks 
resulted from cancer, but they 
look like burns. Smith, in 
Phoenix, said Delorey frequent¬ 
ly wears a black leather baseball 
cap and dresses exclusively in 
black and deep red. Potter said 
Delorey has an East Coast 
accent typical of New York or 
possibly Boston, but his driver’s 
license is from California. 

Delorey tends to operate out 
of the more popular leather bars; 
he met Pocock at the Eagle, and 
lived with him six or seven 
months. His other alleged vic¬ 
tims said they met him at 
Harley’s, a leather/disco bar in 
Phoenix, and the Triangle Bar in 
Denver, and that he lived with 
them an average of three months 
each. 

The most distinctive part of 
Delorey’s modus operandi, they 
say, is that when he robs his 
leather benefactors and flies out 
of town it is always around the 
third of the month. Pocock said 
he was robbed December 3 of 
last year. Smith said he was 
robbed on March 3, and Joe 
Potter, the most recent victim on 
record, alleges he was taken a 
few weeks ago, on October 3. 

Pocock suspects the reason 
for the pattern is that Delorey, as 
a recovering cancer patient, 
receives Social Security benefits 
on the third or fourth of every 
month. He allegedly waits until 
he gets the month’s check 
before he robs his host and 
leaves town, which gives him 
enough time to get to a new city 
and change his address so he 
doesn’t miss any checks, theo¬ 
rized Pocock. 

“He’s a scam, a total scam,” 
Pocock said. 

Pocock claimed Delorey 
stole valuable gold coins, sever¬ 
al leather items of sentimental 
value - one piece of which 
Pocock had owned for 20 years 
- plus several T-shirts and 
leather shorts from him last win¬ 
ter. Because he stole warm 
weather clothing, Pocock sus¬ 
pected Delorey planned to go to 
a warm place. 

He was apparently right. 

Delorey soon turned up in 
Phoenix, where gay leather man 
and executive recruiter Don 
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Smith became his next alleged 
victim. Smith claims when 
Delorey eventually left four 
months later, he took Smith’s 
car, drove it to the airport, and 
flew to Las Vegas with items 
and cash stolen from himself 
and a friend. 

Delorey was “a real cute 
guy,” Smith told the B.A.R. “He 
was cute, adorable, and hug- 
gable.” He came into Smith’s 
life just a couple of months after 
Smith lost his lifetime partner 
on September 1, 1993 and lived 
with him for two and a half 
months. 

Delorey had “a cute body, 
black hair cut in a short flat top, 
and one hell of an outgoing per¬ 
sonality. The guy was unbeliev¬ 
able as far as likable and lov¬ 
able,” Smith said. He told the 
B.A.R. he was distressed all the 
more by the lies and the theft 
because he had grown fond of 
Delorey. 

Smith calls Delorey “a habit¬ 
ual liar,” adding that he was so 
charming with numerous tales 
that later proved false “he’d con¬ 
vince the Pope.” 

He may be charming and 
convincing, but his victims said 
Delorey isn’t terribly smart. “He 
doesn’t cover his tracks,” 
Pocock said after receiving 
Delorey’s United Airlines 
“Mileage Plus” statement, 
which tracks his travels. 

On October 17, for example, 
Delorey flew from Los Angeles 
to Denver. However, no one 
seems to be sure where Delorey 
is now. 

He was not available to give 
his version of events to the 
B.A.R. 

Smith said in addition to tak¬ 
ing his 1988 Ford Escort to the 
airport and leaving it there, 
Delorey stole a pair of leather 
chaps from him, plus a leather 
harness that had been given to 
Smith by his recently deceased 
lover. 

Smith told the B.A.R. he did 
not have a lover-type relation¬ 
ship with Delorey, and although 
Delorey provided him with 
“fantastic moral support through 
Christmas” Smith admitted feel¬ 
ing a little apprehensive at the 
same time. 

“The only thing that really 
bothered me about David was 
that he had nobody to send a 
Christmas card to,” Smith said. 
He was “somebody who doesn’t 
have anybody.” 

“Consequently I never gave 
him a key to the house or to the 
cars,” Smith said. 

Before Smith traded notes 
with Pocock after the fact, 
Delorey told him how grateful 
he was, because, he had said, 
“This is the first time I can actu¬ 
ally spend Christmas with 
someone.” Delorey supposedly 
claimed at that time that he had 
lived with Pocock for the past 
nine years, but “Greg was such a 
bastard he left me behind at 
Christmastime when he went to 
see his family.” 

Smith said Delorey set up 
other elaborate scenarios as 
well, too numerous to detail 
here. 

Smith introduced him to a 
Phoenix friend named Bill, to 
whom Delorey allegedly “con¬ 
fided” Smith was drinking 
excessively, thereby gaining 
Bill’s sympathy and trust; 
before he left. Smith alleges, 
Delorey had also ripped off Bill 
for $500 cash and a gold neck¬ 
lace that had been given to him 
by his late lover. The loss was

not discovered immediately. 

Bill said Delorey would have 
had to search and plan to make 
off with the necklace, which had 
been stashed away out of sight 
on a top shelf. 

When he left Smith’s car at 
the airport, Delorey took the 
new set of shiny keys with him, 
Smith said: “They would make a 
very good prop for him.” 

Joe Potter, in Denver, the 
most recent alleged robbery vic¬ 
tim, said Delorey indeed did use 
the keys as a prop, saying “a guy 
was supposed to deliver his car 
to him.” 


Potter lost a leather studded 
belt and a vest with cherished 
friendship pins from around the 
world when Delorey left town. 

Potter, who is a student of 
psychology and sociology, also 
called Delorey “a pathological 
liar” who told mutual friends in 
Denver he was “sending his 
daddy to college” and paying all 
the bills. Potter said Delorey 
was a bartender by profession 
and worked at Bricks, a gay bar, 
in Denver. He was also “a name- 
dropper on the international 
leather level. He knew all the 
right names,” Potter told the 
B.A.R. in a telephone interview. 

While Delorey was in 
Denver, Potter gave Delorey 
some new tattoos, including a 
pig on the right side of his chest 
with Potter’s initials “J.E.P.” and 
an AIDS awareness ribbon on 
Delorey’s right arm. He also 
pierced Delorey twice, once 
through the head of his penis for 
a “Prince Albert,” and once 
through his genital frenum; 
Delorey already wore a ring in 
his right eyebrow. Potter also 
shaved his head and trained him 
as a “slave.” 

Also while Delorey was in 
Denver, Potter wanted to partic¬ 
ipate in Drummer Week in San 
Francisco. Delorey did not want 
to go. “He didn’t dare show his 
face. He had already worked 
this town,” Pocock said. They 


never did come to the Bay Area, 
although Potter did fly with 
Delorey from Denver to 
Southern California to visit 
David Rhodes of the Leather 
Journal. 

“He was a good little con 
artist,” Potter said. Again, while 
that may be true, Delorey’s 
instincts as a thief are question¬ 
able: when he left Potter he took 
all the toothpaste - but left a 
brand new color television. 

Also before he left Denver, 
Delorey cashed his Social 
Security check and three pay- 
checks, but he did not pick up 
his final paycheck at the bar. 
Potter told the B.A.R. that 
Bricks had filed a report with 
police alleging felony theft from 
the bar in excess of $1,500. 

Potter said initially $480 
cash and a bank bag with 
$1,500 were missing from the 
bar when Delorey left town. He 
thought it curious that Delorey 
was bringing home $200 a night 
in “tips.” 

Denver Police were uncoop¬ 
erative, refusing to divulge the 
status of any investigation of 
Delorey to the B.A.R. 

Sergeant Barbara Davis, 
spokeswoman for the San 
Francisco Police Department, 
researched available computer 
records and found no trace of 
warrants or complaints against 
David A. Delorey here. T 
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sonal, so that only a cohabitant 
partner of an HIVer would be 
likely to notice them and also 
have the clout to forcibly bring 
them to the HIVer’s attention, 
when they’d rather simply avoid 
the whole issue. 


Only the closest friends will 
deliver bad news. The ones who 
shriek, “You look marvelous,”

ecent studies of 

“longterm” survivors 
i i ri l ll of AIDS have consis- 
v tently found that 

HIVers with domestic partners 
live, on the average, twice as 
long as singles. This is one of 
the largest survival differences 
seen in this disease. AZT itself, 
that benchmark of AIDS thera¬ 
py, doesn’t appear to have much 
impact on actual survival. Even 
acyclovir, the herpes anti-viral, 
only improved survival by 40 
percent, and this was one of the 
big triumphs of the recent 
International Conference on 
AIDS in Yokohama. 

If having a lover really dou¬ 
bles survival, it is a far more 
practical therapy than these 
pricey and toxic anti-virals. 
Perhaps we should provide 
state-supported yenta services to 
pair up HIVers with compatible 
mates. In the long run it would 
save a lot of money, but such 
vision is rare in politics today. 

It seems possible that part¬ 
nership could convey such bene¬ 
fits. No doubt a small circle of 
devoted friends would have the 
same beneficial impact, but I 
don’t know how our ephemeral 
queer families register on the 
statistics of the researchers. The 
lifesaving advantages of having 
a partner are so great that it 
would take very special friends 
indeed to match it. 

The overall statistic probably 
includes the independent effects 


of numerous factors: financial, 
practical, psychological, social, 
sexual, nutritional, spiritual and 
more. I’ve lived six years with 
AIDS and can see several turns 
in the road that I might not have 
cleared on my own. 

Improve your odds 

For starters, on the basest and 
most material level, my part¬ 
ner’s work-related health bene¬ 
fits pay for my insurance, with¬ 
out which my rather complicat¬ 
ed and expensive daily care 
would be subject to the not-so- 
tender mercies of the budget- 
strapped state. Even this lifesav¬ 
ing link materialized at the last 
minute, just weeks after my own 
extended (and state-subsidized) 
COBRA benefits had terminat¬ 
ed. His employer’s willingness 
to insure domestic partners thus, 
incidentally, saves the state a 
fair chunk of money. Such bene¬ 
fits are all too rare, and there are 
plenty of HIVers who have well- 
employed boyfriends who 
would get full coverage for a 
wife and kiddies but get nothing 
for a “domestic partner.” 

Although having a partner 
doesn’t guarantee you benefits - 
nothing does that for a PWA 
aside from a very tall stack of 
cash - it does improve your odds 
of getting some sort of coverage. 

There are also more intimate 
forms of support, like indepen¬ 
dent but close observation of 
symptom development and 
treatment results. The vagaries 
of HIV are often subtle and per-

lost another ten pounds pro¬ 
claim their inability to deal with 
life-and-death issues. 

This shades over into the 
more intangible but no less vital 
area of moral support. It takes 
some skill and regular proximity 
to observe a friend passively 
declining. It takes the addition 
of courage and a solid relation¬ 
ship to honestly share this 
depressing information with 
them. But only the most dedi¬ 
cated, intimate friend can ask 
you pointblank if you still care 
to live, and insist on more 
aggressive treatment if you’re 
serious about it. 

Few friends can do that for 
anyone, and if you’re lucky, 
such a friend is also your part¬ 
ner. It doesn’t amount to a sure 
shot, but improves the odds, 
apparently more than anti¬ 
virals. 

The butterfat 
compromise 

As important as the material 
and moral factors are, we should 
not neglect the more subtle, but 
perhaps ultimately just as influ¬ 
ential, nutritional factors. The 
vast majority of highly pro¬ 
gressed HIVers (which is also 
the vast majority of long-term 
survivors, alas, although the 
non-progressing positives were 
the other good news of the 
Yokohama Conference) suffer 
from severe wasting and weight 
loss. 

This is variously attributed to 
metabolic changes caused direct¬ 
ly by the virus, malabsorption 
caused by opportunistic infec¬ 
tions and/or antibiotic and anti¬ 
viral treatments, fever due to 
other disease processes, drug- 
induced nausea and/or the 
accompanying “taste perver¬ 
sions.” It is variously treated with 
“calorie-packing” of traditional 
foodstuffs; mud-colored nutri¬ 
tional supplements and weight- 
gain formulas; steroids; hor¬ 
mones (megace to boost appetite 
if you don’t mind growing tits, 
testosterone to promote muscle 
gain if you do, and human 
growth hormone if you’re very, 
very rich); dope or marinol to 
fight nausea; and, if you’re.push- 
ing that two-thirds of pre-morbid 
weight level that “reliably pre¬ 
dicts imminent death,” direct 
intravenous feeding. 

I’ve managed, barely, to hold 
the line despite a general lack of 
appetite aggravated by the weird 
metallic flavors induced by 
some combination of the half- 
dozen antibiotics I currently 


take (along with an equal quan¬ 
tity of anti-virals and anti-oxi- 
dants). The net effect is to make 
me finicky and indifferent to 
food, in stark contrast to my nat¬ 
ural pre-morbid state. Having a 
non-taste impaired boyfriend 
helps compensate for this. 
Many’s the evening I would just 
as soon skip dinner, but consent 
to share in some frozen tortelli- 
ni boiled up by my partner. 

And then there’s the latte he 
produces every morning before 
he goes to work, several hun¬ 
dred calories, most of them fat. 
It illustrates some of the “collat¬ 
eral damage” suffered by part¬ 
ners of PWAs. Before we got the 
espresso machine, we’d agreed 
to stock whole milk in the 
fridge, as a compromise 
between my calorie-packing 
desire for half-and-half and his 
cholesterol-conscious interest in 
2 percent low-fat milk. Daily 
lattes on this basis, we soon dis¬ 
covered, added several pounds 
to his average weight, and we 
diverged to pursue our preferred 
butter-fat contents. Now he pre¬ 
pares his latte with 2 percent 
and mine with half-and-half (I 
tried heavy cream, but even I 
had to admit it was too much), 
and both our weights have 
adjusted in the desired direc¬ 
tions. 

We have noticed a slight but 
distinct tendency for him to 
weigh near the top of his weight 
range on Tuesday mornings, 
after an extended weekend of 
high-fat calorie packing and fin¬ 
ishing off the stuff that I could¬ 
n’t finish, and at his lightest on 
Saturday mornings, after a work 
week of skipped lunches and 
frantic scurrying. Still, buffering 
the impact of secondhand calo¬ 
rie-packing is less hassle than 
dealing with pharmaceutical 
“side” effects. And what’s a few 
pounds, either way, between 
lovers? 

From my personal experi¬ 
ence, I would say that a good 
boyfriend is worth 10 percent of 
your body weight, aside from 
any other possible benefits. 
Studies have shown that even 
HIV-negative heterosexuals 
tend to gain significant weight 
shortly after getting married, 
for a variety of complex reasons 
which also seem to apply to 
queer couples. To paraphrase 
Paul, it is better to marry than to 
burn up. If you’re an HIVer and 
single, I encourage you to go 
out and corral yourself a part¬ 
ner; ask him to take you to din¬ 
ner. V

second alley west of and parallel 
to Doheny, between Sunset and 
Santa Monica Boulevard, says 
Beverly Hills spokesperson 
Lieutenant Frank Salsido. Since 
there was no identification on or 
near the body authorities sent 
out a teletype to see if anyone 
had reported a missing person 
fitting the description. 
Meanwhile, Barry had become 
concerned about Jon not coming 
back to the Plaza and had filed a 
missing person report with the 
West L.A. Division of LAPD. 
When they received the teletype 
they connected Barry with the 
Beverly Hills detectives. 

Barry identified Jon from 
police photographs at the 
Coroner’s office. 

About 3 p.m. the next day, 
Sunday, October 2, Beverly 
Hills police learned that Jon’s 
Alamo rental car had been 
found at 6 a.m., torched in an 
unincorporated area of El 
Monte, about 25 miles east of 
Beverly Hills. The car was so 
badly burned police could not 


discern whether there were any 
clothes or a wallet in what had 
been a 1993 four-door white 
Chevy Caprice. Later police got 
an unconfirmed report that a 
neighbor reported a noise that 
sounded like a gunshot between 
midnight and 3 a.m., near where 
Jon Simmons’s body was found. 

Salsido says they haven’t 
established a motive - although 
“everybody has their own theory 
which we haven’t eliminated or 
confirmed.” But, he says, to get 
to the area where the car was 
found, the drivers “would have 
to know their way around.” 
Although the spot is easily seen 
from the freeway, it is “not easi¬ 
ly found.” Additionally, he says, 
it is an area known to be fre¬ 
quented by gangs. “We don’t 
know, but torching is a safe way 
to destroy evidence.” 

Salsido says a likely scenario 
right now is that Simmons was 
originally a robbery victim and 
the assailant/s made him strip to 
facilitate a getaway. But he 
started to run and they shot him. 
They are also looking into the 
possibility that, in addition to 
the robbery, the attackers might 
also have committed a hate 
crime. “We’re looking into that. 


It’s possible that they came into 
the area and made him undress 
to humiliate him and shot him - 
there are any number of possi¬ 
bilities. But the only thing we 
have to go on right now is where 
the car was dumped.” 

Simmons’s sister Catherine 
Miron, who left her husband, 
two children, and grandchild in 
Washington state to stay with 
her brother Barry in San 
Francisco, says all the family 
has been doing is sitting around 
thinking about why someone 
would kill Jon. “Our hours are 
full of endless speculation,” she 
says. “We’re totally devastated. 
Jon never came in a room that 
he didn’t light it up. He was 
wonderful. He was our baby. We 
were behind him 100 percent. 
He is the flower in our life that 
forever bloomed.” 

Miron has speculated that 
since Simmons was such a well- 
known public figure in Chicago, 
perhaps someone followed him 
to L.A. and assassinated him. 
Barry Simmons says some theo¬ 
rize the murder was the work of 
a serial killer. He questions 
whether it might be a gang initi¬ 
ation killing since he suspects 
they would have beaten Jon up, 


leaving the body badly bruised - 
which it wasn’t. The other major 
speculation is that it was a car¬ 
jacking after he left the Abbey, 
in either the Pavilions supermar¬ 
ket’s parking lot or in the attend¬ 
ed lot behind the Rage. 

Speculation among West 
Hollywood gay people centers 
around the scenario of a gay 
out-of-towner on vacation who 
was looking for some sexual 
fun. There is the possibility, 
Barry says, that a “straight-act¬ 
ing, masculine man” could have 
befriended him in a bar, and, 
hearing about the trip to Hawaii 
during “an innocuous conversa¬ 
tion,” might have followed him 
to the car, got in, overpowered 
him, pulled a gun and took him 
someplace and executed him.” 

But, Barry says, it is highly 
unlikely that Jon would have 
picked anyone up or done any¬ 
thing kinky. “He was a real 
straight arrow. And he and Alex 
were so close for so many years - 
he would have told me,” Barry 
says. “Movies and tea rooms were 
out of Jon’s reality. Whatever he 
did was face to face.” 

Barbosa agrees that even on 
vacation, Simmons wouldn’t do 
something that he wouldn’t 


ordinarily do. “Jon would not 
pick up a chippy,” Barbosa says. 
“If Jon was going to pick up 
somebody, he’d go for a much 
more efficient method.” 

Meanwhile, the Beverly Hills 
police have handed out fliers in 
all the Boys Town clubs. 
Simmons had been seen at a 
quiet Revolver’s during happy 
hour the day before. But so far 
no one has placed him after the 
Abbey. There is concern that 
Jon Simmons’s murder may just 
be chalked up to another rob¬ 
bery/hate crime the gay commu¬ 
nity is getting too used to. 
Officials and Simmons family 
hope the reward will encourage 
someone to come forward with 
information that will lead to the 
killers. 

But Catherine Miron is more 
explicit. “I want the gay com¬ 
munity to help find his killer. 

“Don’t forget Jon. They 
promised me they wouldn’t stop 
looking. I pray to God they get 
those killers. I’m sorry to say it 
- but we want our pound of 
flesh.”

‘Basic Instinct’ Ripoff Trumps Original 

Nonstop Mayhem Fuels ‘Killer’

| onder Woman meets 
■ Charles Bronson on 
Basic Instinct turf in 
Naked Killer, an 
action-suspense film that 
thrilled Chinatown audiences in 
1992. It returns for a one-week 
run at the Roxie. 


Hong Kong filmmakers are 
even more shameless about rip¬ 
ping off past hits than their 
Hollywood counterparts, which 
probably explains this picture’s 
Chinese title. Though its plot 
“borrows” heavily from Basic 
Instinct , just for good measure 
NK’s literal title is “Naked 
Lamb,” the better (at the time) 
to capitalize on the popularity of 
The Silence of the Lambs. 

When it comes to marketing, 
these folks take no chances, but 
they needn’t have worried so 
much about Clarence Fok’s rol¬ 
licking tale about four female 
professional killers, two of them 
lesbian. His flick is wilder, 
sleazier (in a charming sort of 
way) and more sexually democ¬ 
ratic than BI. 

A series of cleverly executed 
crimes is committed in which 


the always-male victims are 
brutally hacked up. As their 
calling card, the killers cut off 
the men’s penises. Tinam 
(Simon Yam), a gun-shy police 
detective just back on the job 
after accidentally shooting his 
cop brother (sound familiar?), 
thinks the perpetrator is a 
woman but initially his col¬ 
leagues won’t listen. 


‘Let me take 
revenge for you!’ 

Tinam first meets the beauti¬ 
ful Kitty (Chingmy Yao) at a 
hair salon, where she dispenses 
with a lowlife who’s mistreated 
his pregnant girlfriend. 

“You should forget this man! 
Let me take revenge for you!” 
screams Kitty, before grabbing a 
pair of scissors and butchering 
the gent. There’s some mild cul¬ 
tural commentary going on here 
somewhere, but it isn’t in Fok’s 
nature to stop and preach: the 


mayhem in Naked Killer is near¬ 
ly nonstop. 

Tinam has notions of arrest¬ 
ing Kitty, but she outfoxes him 
and when he arrives at his office 
he’s told she’s filing an assault 
complaint against him to boot. 
The dynamic between Kitty and 
Tinam is more balanced than the 
one between Sharon Stone and 
the dull-witted Michael Douglas 
in BI, and it makes for a finer 
tension. Tinam falls for Kitty, 
who’s got a yen for him as well. 
But, “We have conflicts in our 
jobs,” she declares with a shrug. 

Kitty, something of a homici¬ 
dal diamond in the rough, is res¬ 
cued from her next escapade by 
the stylish Sister Cindy 
(“Kelly”), who uses her formi¬ 
dable skills to neutralize rapists 
and other scumbags. Kitty 
shows even more potential than 
Sister Cindy’s prize pupil 
Princess (Carrie Ng), a lesbian 
whose lover and partner in 
crime is called Baby (Svenwara 
Makoka). Cindy takes Kitty 
under her wing, which angers 
Princess, who threatens to kill 
both of them, though she’s will¬ 
ing to make an exception for 
Kitty if the latter will be her gal. 

Giving equal weight 

After all the furor over Basic 
Instinct died down it occurred to 
me that although its lesbian 
character Roxy was a nasty 
stereotype - murderous, reflex- 
ively jealous of men, et cetera - 
it was stretching things to call 
Sharon Stone’s Catherine 
Tramell bisexual, considering 
that she hardly touched Roxy 
and the whole bit about her rela¬ 
tions with Beth (the psychiatrist 
also in love with Michael 
Douglas) was left deliberately 
ambiguous. 

This is not to say that graph¬ 
ic evidence needs to be put on 
the screen every time a charac¬ 
ter is labeled lesbian or bisexu¬ 
al, but for all its creators’ talk 
about serving up a varied sexual 
stew, BI' s erotic scenes were 
relentlessly heterosexual. 

Not so with Naked Killer, 
which intercuts a steamy scene 


of Kitty and Tinam making love 
with a salacious one of Princess 
and Baby (who have had an ear¬ 
lier round of smooching in a 
swimming pool streaked with 
the blood of one of their vic¬ 
tims). In cinematic terms, the 
two sex acts are given nearly 
equal weight - passion is pas¬ 
sion Naked Killer seems to say - 
though the lesbian lovemaking 
is shot in shadowy blue lighting 
(versus the het scene’s glowy 
ambers) and its emotion is 
undercut by Princess’ preoccu¬ 
pation with Kitty. 

“Although you are holding 
me, you are thinking of her,” 
complains Baby, which earns a 
stem warning from Princess: 
“You know the result of not 
obeying me.” 

One doesn’t have to look too 
hard to find Naked Killer's flaws 
as a lesbian entertainment. This 
is not Go Fish. There’s a dis¬ 
cernible male, voyeuristic glaze 
to the proceedings, and Baby is 
as robotically dependent on her 
domineering lover as the infan¬ 
tile Childie of The Killing of 
Sister George - or the woebe¬ 
gone Roxy for that matter. 

And though each of four 
killers is breaking the law, there 
is a difference between the les-^ 
bian and straight women: 
Princess kills “for no reason” or 
out of jealousy, while Cindy and 
Kitty, like Chuck Bronson in the 
Death Wish movies, pick on 
guys who deserve it. 

Among Killer’s saving 
graces is that Fok doesn’t link 
Princess and Baby’s sexuality to 
their violent tendencies, and the 
screen has seen few lesbian 
characters with the verve of 
Princess. Her many feats 
include jumping out a second- 
story window onto her motorcy¬ 
cle, firing it up and heading off 
after Kitty, all in one motion. 
Princess may not be the sweet¬ 
est dyke hero ever, but she is the 
most acrobatic. ▼

Patrick Summers on the Art of Bel Canto 

A Man of His Word—And Music 


by Paul Thomason 

O '""""* ne of the few things about the current San 
Francisco Opera season on which all knowl¬ 
edgeable observers agree is that, musically at 
least, the performances of Rossini’s rarely per¬ 
formed opera Otello are stunning. Soprano Cecilia 
Gasdia and tenors Chris Merritt, Bruce Ford and Craig 
Estep give the kind of performances that easily convince 
modem audiences that the bel canto repertoire can be 
great drama, as well as a feast for the ears. 

At the helm of this remarkable experience is the 31- 
year-old conductor Patrick Summers, who manages in 
the current Otello production to lead taut, buoyant and 
stylish performances that also allow singers enough time 
to polish phrases and embellish their parts. The result is 
as sensational as it is rare. 

“When you’re performing with singers like we have in 
Otello , it’s really joyous and instructive and moving at 
the same time,” said Summers in a recent interview given 
the morning after a performance. Though visibly 
exhausted. Summers is obviously very happy with the 
way Otello is going and especially pleased with the pre¬ 
vious night’s performance. 

“The challenge in conducting a piece of the bel canto 
era - operas by Rossini, Bellini, Donizetti and early 
Verdi - is that it is so concentrated. Every texture, every 
note can be heard. You have to listen all the time. You 
never ever, ever go away mentally. At the end of Otello 
my brain is really tired but it’s a wonderful kind of 
exhaustion.” 

Making up the notes 

One of the unusual aspects of the singing in this 
Otello is that the singers sometimes embellish their vocal 
lines spontaneously mid-performance, like jazz musi¬ 
cians improvise tunes. Singers of the bel canto era were 
trained to do this, but until recently, 20th-century singers 
seldom ad libbed during a performance. Some conduc¬ 
tors hate the idea and absolutely forbid it. Summers, 
however, loves it when singers embellish spontaneously. 


even though it makes his job more difficult. 

“One of the great movements in operatic performance 
in this century is to be absolutely true to what is written 
down (in the score) and, of course, that’s very important,” 
Summers said. “But what is written down in a Rossini 
opera, or a Mozart opera, isn’t entirely representative of 
historically accurate performances. Making a musical 
decision to do something just because it’s historically 
accurate is not viable. 
Making a decision based on 
the artist’s abilities, com¬ 
bined with what you know 
about the style, is valid. 

“Gasdia does completely 
new, fantastically stylish 
ornaments in every perfor¬ 
mance.” He grinned and 
shook his head in amaze¬ 
ment, remembering some¬ 
thing she did during the 
previous night’s perfor¬ 
mance. “She asked me, 
early in rehearsals, if I 
wanted her to set her 
embellishments and never 
change them. I said, ‘Do 
whatever you want,’ 
because she speaks such a 
musical, stylish language with her ornaments. It’s never 
done just to show off, it’s always at the service of the 
composer. 

“Embellishing spontaneously makes people listen. It 
makes singers listen to each other, it makes the orchestra 
really attentive to the singers.” 

Though he loves all styles of opera, Summers felt spe¬ 
cial affinity at an early age for operas from the period of 
Handel through early Verdi. But Puccini’s Boheme was 
the first opera he ever saw and conducted. It remains a 
personal favorite. 

“I don’t remember a time when I didn’t know 
Boheme. It’s so familiar to me. I think about some little 


bit of it every day. It’s just part of my life. I’ve conduct¬ 
ed a lot of Puccini and I love the music. But I find that as 
an audience member Puccini (ells me what to feel. More 
of the emotional responsibility is placed on the audience 
in an opera of the bel canto period. 

“The kind of emotion produced by staying within a 
strict boundary was always very alluring to me. That’s 
why I love opera seria where incredibly strong, almost 
violent emotions are enclosed in this very, very orga¬ 
nized, beautiful music. That combination is somehow the 
most appealing to me emotionally and musically.” 

Going around the world 

When Summers left his native Indiana in 1986 to 
come to San Francisco, he went to work as an apprentice 
coach with the SF Opera’s Merola program. This year he 
stepped down after five years as music director of the San 
Francisco Opera Center to leave more time for conduct¬ 
ing. Within the last 12 months, in addition to numerous 
performances locally, he led a new staging of Puccini’s 
Manon Lescaut at the Rome Opera as well as perfor¬ 
mances with opera companies in Canada and Australia. 
Next month he conducts a new production of 
L’lncoronazione di Poppea with the Dallas Opera. Future 
engagements will see him return to Europe, Australia and 
to the SF Opera. 

One modem trend that bothers the young conductor is 
the increasing emphasis on the visual elements of oper¬ 
atic productions at the expense of the music. “I had a 
recent experience - not in San Francisco - where I was 
told by the stage director that if I wanted to rehearse the 
music I had to have his permission. I couldn’t have any 
rehearsal time because it was time to stage the opera. 
And this was supported (by the head of the company). 

“I’m a theatrical musician. I’m always reminded that 
we’re still in the business of entertainment. But unfortu¬ 
nately, the idea that singers act with their voice is largely 
disappearing. Young singers sometimes can’t even get an 
audition because the stage director says, ‘You’re not the 
right physical type,’ even though they may be perfect 
vocally. I find that appalling .” T

SFO’s ‘Tannhauser’ 

Plush Hokum

he San Francisco 

Opera’s new produc¬ 
tion of Wagner’s 

Tannhauser, unveiled 
at the War Memorial on 
Wednesday, October 12, needs 
only a couple of pink plastic 
flamingos and some fake fur to 
be a truly splendid travesty. This 
is the fifth of the seven new pro¬ 
ductions from resident designer 
Gerard Howland this season, 
and it is the fourth major disap¬ 
pointment. Saving money is one 
thing, racing pell-mell into the 
pits of provincialism is quite 
another. 

Alas, the musical side of 
things was not up to snuff on 
opening night either. Though the 
orchestra played superbly dur¬ 
ing the introductions to each act, 
once the curtain went up and the 
singers got involved, a general 
malaise slowly settled over the 
proceedings. Music Director 
Donald Runnicles, whose lead¬ 
ing of Meistersinger last season 
was so superb, charged through 
much of Tannhauser as if he 
were determined to take no pris¬ 
oners. 

Only soprano Deborah 
Voight, a former Adler Fellow, 
was up to her assignment. As the 
saintly Elisabeth, Voight was 
particularly effective in the sec¬ 
ond act pleading for 
Tannhauser’s life, her beautiful¬ 
ly produced voice filled with 
emotion. 

Scarce heldentenors 

The role of Tannhauser is one 
of the most impossibly difficult 
in the standard repertoire. The 
number of tenors on the interna¬ 
tional circuit who can get 
through the role can be counted 
on the fingers of one hand with 
enough fingers left over to 
clutch a beer stein securely. In 
his local debut Wolfgang 
Schmidt got through it. His loud 
voice is not a beautiful instru¬ 
ment, though occasionally an 
isolated high note rang thrilling- 
ly. But for most of the evening 
he demonstrated the Bayreuth 
Bark rather than the art of 
singing. He was often off pitch, 
which turned ensembles into 
dicey affairs. Still, without a 
Tannhauser there is no 
Tannhauser, so perhaps we 
should be grateful for what we 
had. 

Catherine Keen, also a for¬ 
mer Adler Fellow, was no 
Venus. A persistent tremolo 
marred her voice (nerves, per¬ 
haps?) and, despite the fact that 
Venus and Tannhauser had long 
been cooped up in a great sea 
shell (before it popped open, 
releasing them so they could 
sing), their scene together 
seemed more like a couple of 
strangers wrangling over a park¬ 
ing space than lovers breaking 


up after a year of erotic bliss. 

Though I’ve often admired 
Jorma Hynninen, for most of the 
evening he seemed ill at ease as 
Wolfram. In his SF Opera debut, 
Victor von Halem, as the 
Landgraf had trouble with the 
low notes of his role and his 
voice seemed curiously muffled 
all evening. Perhaps it was just 
one of those off nights in the 
theater that every singer has on 
occasion. 

Michael Smuin’s choreogra¬ 
phy of Wagner’s voluptuous 
Venusberg music was the fairly 
standard operatic orgy: scantily 
clad dancers chasing each other 
around, occasionally falling to 
the floor (where they joined 
apparently nude supers who 
were lounging about) before 
hoisting a dancer overhead and 
running around some more. 
Anyone who has seen Pilobolus 
perform Debut C knows how 
overwhelmingly erotic semi¬ 
nude and nude dancing can be. 
Smuin’s ballet was hokey fun 
without a hint of sensuality. 

But perhaps he was just try¬ 
ing to match the production, 
which gives new meaning to the 
word hokey. It was the evening 
that the lovable Aussie, Priscilla, 
Queen of the Desert, met 
Heinrich Tannhauser. The 
results were not at all overbur¬ 
dened with good taste. 

Queendom to the max 

Venus’ grotto of delight was 
left over from some provincial 
drag queen’s 1970s bedroom. 
The entire back wall is an enor¬ 
mous mirror which tilts at a 45- 
degree angle, allowing everyone 
to admire the bad painting on 
her floor. (It also rippled when 
people bumped into it.) A gold 
snake with wings hangs over 
Venus’ sea-shell bed and some¬ 
thing looking suspiciously like a 
snakeskin-covered log is on the 
floor in front of it. Frau Venus, I 
fear, has been shopping at 
Liberace’s garage sale. Showers 
of gold confetti fell occasional¬ 
ly, adding that special Las Vegas 
touch without which San 
Francisco audiences would not 
understand that Tannhauser is 
about sex and love. 

There was a surprising num¬ 
ber of redwood trees in the 
German forest which replaced 
the Venusberg in an especially 
inept scene change (causing the 
audience to burst into applause.) 

The Hall of Song in act II is a 
pop-up book fantasy come to 
life. Seven incense burners hang 
from the ceiling and gold card¬ 
board draperies frame two mas¬ 
sive pillars in the back. Between 
the pillars is the largest plate 
glass window this side of the 
one in Hitler’s study at 
Berchtesgaden. That, or the Hall 
of Song is really Elizabeth’s 
front porch. Either way, the 
dominating feature of the set is

a painting of the gold fairyland 
castle next door (surrounded by 
stars, naturlich) from which one 
keeps expecting Mickey Mouse 
to emerge. Everything is repeat¬ 
ed, since Elizabeth’s decorator 
went to the same school as Frau 
Venus’ and has mirrored two of 


her walls. In act III we’re back 
in the Enchanted Forest where 
autumn leaves fall from red¬ 
wood trees with an audible 
thunk. 

This is the first production of 
Tannhauser at the SF Opera in a 
generation. Perhaps the work 


should have been left in peace a 
bit longer. ▼

Angels

Originally commissioned for 
San Francisco’s Eureka Theater 
in 1991, Millennium Approach¬ 
es arrives home after a three- 
year trip around the world that 
garnered a vault full of prizes, 
including several Tony Awards 
and the Pulitzer Prize. The 
media frenzy surrounding the 
play has had a staggering effect 
on audience expectations. 

Exceeds expectations 

Thankfully, director Wing- 
Davey’s gargantuan production 
meets and, for the most part, 
exceeds heightened expecta¬ 
tions. The sprawling epic intro¬ 
duced in Millennium focuses on 
the interrelated stories of two 
gay men, a Mormon couple, an 
evil lawyer, assorted figures 
from the past, the present and 
the make-believe and an angel 
descending from on high. 
Themes of guilt, responsibility, 
love and power pour forth from 
every character in every scene. 
A description of Kushner’s con¬ 
voluted plot resembles a soap 
opera more than it does the 
matrix of a masterful work. 
Suffice it to say that Prior 
Walter, a gay man with AIDS, 
must deal with his disease and 
the dissolution of his four-year 
relationship with Louis. Louis is 
wracked with guilt for deserting 
Prior, but finds himself drawn to 
Joe Pitt, a married, Mormon 
chief law clerk with whom he 
works. Joe is ambivalent (at 
best) about his sexuality, and it 
doesn’t help that his wife 


Harper’s addiction to Valium 
keeps her up to her eyeballs in 
hallucinations. Joe is torn 
between his attraction to Louis, 
his devotion to his wife and reli¬ 
gion and the temptation to work 
for the infamous Commie-bash¬ 
ing homophobic homosexual 
Roy Cohn. Then things get real¬ 
ly complicated when Prior starts 
receiving messages from the 
heavens telling him he is a 
prophet and that, you guessed it, 
the millennium approaches. 

The eight-member cast is 
quite adept at handling 
Kushner’s vertiginous swings 
from high (often bitchy) come¬ 
dy to wrenching, agonizing 
drama. For every laugh - and 
there are many - there is an 
equally piercing moment of 
sobriety. One minute Prior is 
joking with Louis (at a funeral, 
no less) saying, “If I hadn’t been 
fellating you for the last four 
years, I’d swear you were 
straight.” The next moment he’s 
showing Louis the KS lesion he 
recently discovered on his arm. 
Millennium is a play of big 
ideas and tries to be all-encom¬ 
passing in its breadth. It is not 
enough to present another AIDS 
drama. Kushner has to place the 
AIDS epidemic into a historical 
context by trotting out the 
ancestors of our Prior Walter 
(the 32nd to bear the name), one 
of whom. Prior Walter V, suc¬ 
cumbed to the plague. It’s not 
enough to deal just with homo¬ 
phobia, hatred and the evil of 
power. Kushner has to incorpo¬ 
rate the all-too real character of 
Roy Cohn. The wonder of 
Millennium Approaches is that 
its audacious attempt to encap¬ 
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sulate the entire American expe¬ 
rience actually works. 

Austerity with purpose 

Director Wing-Davey and his 
production staff never let the 
audience forget that Millennium 
is theater. Kate Edmunds’ ugly 
set is all steel scaffolding and 
black backdrops smudged with 
white grids. The multi-level set 
crowds the stage and towers 
over the actors. Stage hands 
share the stage while actors per¬ 
form their scenes. Scene 
changes are noisy and often 
done in full view of the audi¬ 
ence. The sound design by 
James LeBrecht is loud, jarring, 
intrusive and extraordinarily 
effective. Christopher 

Akerlind’s lighting schemes are 
often infused with the nervous 
green light of buzzing fluores¬ 
cent fixtures. Over and over the 
production elements scream, 
“This is not real!” While this 
approach distracts from certain 
moments of the dramatic action, 
the cold, mechanical desolation 
of the production forces atten¬ 
tion on the language. Denied the 
comfort of a cozy, three-walled 
set, we cling to the most human 
elements on display: words, 
emotion and humor. From the 
ugliness and seeming chaos of 
the play emerge moments of 
transcendent beauty. 

With a production that offers 
so little artifice, it is up to the 
eight actors to sell Kushner’s 
drama. And this cast is a knock¬ 
out. Garret Dillahunt’s Prior 
Walter is a bristling ex-drag 
queen who refuses to let his dig¬ 
nity wane, even in the face of 
AIDS. Dillahunt provides a 
strong emotional center for the 
play and gives Prior just the 
right amount of Katharine 
Hepburn to keep him regal. Ben 
Shenkman as Louis has the 
evening’s funniest, most politi¬ 
cal monologue. Like something 
out of a Neil Simon comedy suf¬ 
fused with a Woody Allen glow, 
Shenkman’s Louis is an enter¬ 
taining clown and a man of 
understandable, if unforgivable, 
weakness. As Belize, the atti¬ 
tude-throwing friend who sticks 
by Prior, Gregory Wallace gets 
in as many licks as he does 
laughs. The three women in the 
cast, Julia Gibson, Cristine 
McMurdo-Wallis and Lise 
Bruneau, are exceptional. 

Cohn lovable? 

The most problematic com¬ 
ponent of the evening is Peter 
Zapp’s performance as Roy 
Cohn. The diabolically 


deranged Cohn could never have 
been as lovable as Zapp makes 
him. As the dark heart of 
Millennium, Zapp just does not 
convey the black hole of power- 
mongering, cruelty and self- 
hatred that Cohn embodies. It 
doesn’t help that Zapp’s hair¬ 
piece is glaringly bad, which 
points to the fact that Zapp 
seems far too young to be the 
man who sent Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg to their deaths in 
1951. This is more than a minor 
problem, but this mammoth pro¬ 
duction rolls right over it and 


proceeds with minimum loss. 

By the time the startling 
angel has descended on her 
bulky flying apparatus and the 
final curtain descends, 
Millennium Approaches has 
taken the unwieldy load of 
human experience and made it 
soar on wings of its own cre¬ 
ation. V

Queer Artists Against Prop 187 

A group of local gay/lesbian performers and writers including Jewelle Gomez and Joan 
Jett Blakk will take to the stage at Josie’s Cabaret and Juice Joint November 2 - 3 to speak 
out against Pop 187, the anti-immigrant measure on the November ballot. 

The show, entitled “Proposition Opposition” is co-sponsored by A Different Light 
Bookstore and features Blakk as emcee, with Justin Chinn, Ruven Hannah, Tommi 
Avicolli Mecca, Charlene Tapei and Chea Villanueva reading or performing their works. 

Says organizer Mecca, whose family emigrated from southern Italy, “It’s vital that queers 
take on this issue. The ’undocumented’ folks that supporters of this measure talk about 
include lesbians and gays. Besides it’s obvious that Prop 187 is racist and targeted at 
Mexicans and other people of color. Nobody complains about ‘undocumented’ Europeans 
living in the U.S.” 

In addition to co-sponsoring the show, A Different Light Bookstore will feature a win¬ 
dow display “honoring immigrants,” highlighting books by queers who were immigrants or 
descended from immigrants. The window, designed by local artist Ralfka Gonzalez, will 
use a Day of the Dead motif. 

Prop 187, the brainchild of a former Reagan INS official, seeks to deny healthcare and 
other social services to “undocumented” individuals throughout the state. It would also 
require healthcare workers and teachers to report these individuals to the INS.

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Djola Bernard Branner’s ‘Sweet Sadie’ 

Taking Black Moms Off the Pedestal (Gently)

|H San Franciscan who 
M g leaves town in order to 
Mpmk take up residence in 
• another American city 
can’t properly be called an ex¬ 
patriate. But when the man is 
performance artist Djola 
Bernard Branner, and the city is 
Minneapolis, the term seems 
somehow appropriate. 

After years as a member of 
the PomoAfroHomos trio, and 
as a dancer, journalist, poet, and 
teacher in the dance and theater 
scenes in the Bay Area, Branner 
stunned not a few folks last 
Spring when he moved to 
Minnesota (where he immedi¬ 
ately set up housekeeping with 
beau Patrick Scully, himself a 
well-known arts presenter and 
performer). In September, 
Branner and Scully dropped 
back into San Francisco briefly 
- for their cheerful, stylish wed¬ 
ding in a friend’s Sunset District 
garden. Then came the honey¬ 
moon to exotic destinations, and 
the Bay Area once more held its 
collective breath: Would years 
pass before Branner returned 
here to perform? 

Thankfully, the answer is no. 
Throughout October, Branner 
premieres the full-length ver¬ 
sion of his one-man show Sweet 
Sadie at Josie’s Cabaret. 

Sweet Sadie is the outgrowth 
of a personal journey that 
Branner says he has been 
engaged in since the early ’80s. 
It was then that Branner first 
began attempting to find an 


artistic solution to his ambiva¬ 
lent and, ultimately, transforma¬ 
tional relationship with his 
mother, who died in 1992. 

Not fitting 
the stereotype 

The unexpected last son of a 
42-year-old woman who had 
already raised three children, 
Branner grew up, he says, most¬ 
ly on his own. By the time he 
was turning into a man and an 
artist, though, his mother was 
slipping into the mists of 
Alzheimer’s. As a result, Bran¬ 
ner’s childhood and coming-of- 
age took place largely under the 
gaze of a woman who was at first 
simply too distracted - and, later, 
too ill - to pay attention. 

“I’m probably the exception 
to the (stereotype) about gay 
men being close to their moth¬ 
ers,” Branner says. “I certainly 
felt love for her and still feel 
love for her, but it was not 
because of things that we shared 
or things we had in common. In 
fact, I had a tremendous amount 
of anger about the fact that she 
could never celebrate the things 
that I liked most about myself - 
and that’s one of the main 
themes of the show, that sense 
of emotional abandonment. The 
fact that she died was really 
redundant, in a way. She’d never 
been there anyway.” 

Such quandaries of mother- 
son intimacy notwithstanding. 
Sweet Sadie is neither grievance 
nor lament. In the second of its 
three sections, in fact, Branner 
actually appears as his mother - 


slinky dress, tacky wig, and all. 
But the segment that Branner 
tried out last March at Marvin 
White and Sebastian Robin 
Craig’s “For Black People” per¬ 
formance series at Berkeley’s 
La Pena, is no experiment in 
camp. Rather, it’s the genuine 
embodiment of a black, middle- 
aged woman in South Central 
LA whose own life is no picnic. 

As Branner puts it, this is an 
opportunity for Sadie to “have 
her say.” But before Branner’s 
mom could “get on stage and 
speak without Djola’s judg¬ 
ment,” that is, “I had to step 
aside. Letting her tell her story 
was the first part of the forgiving 
process.” 


Your Mama!... 
and Everyone’s 

“One of the things I’m deal¬ 
ing with here is the sanctity of 
black motherhood,” Branner 
adds. “In the black community, 
mothers have been so revered 
that no one has dared to ques¬ 
tion that they could possibly do 
anything wrong.” 

That’s no small hurdle. In the 
PomoAfroHomos’ 1992 Dark 
Fruit, for example, Branner 
delivered a monologue that was 
an early incarnation of Sweet 
Sadie. In it, he comments, “I 
have seen lips turned to pulp and 
eyes popped from sockets - all 
over somebody’s mama.” 

But Branner wrestles with 


these voices - and others - in 
Sweet Sadie and comes up with 
both peace and humor. “Mother is 
the first person we relate to on the 
planet,” he says, “whether you’re 
male, female, black, white, gay, 
straight, or wavy. So there are ele¬ 
ments of the story that touch 
everyone: the loss of innocence 
that the narrator goes through, the 
aging parent, and how to deal 
with unfinished business when a 
parent is sick or dead.” 

As important as anything 
else, of course, is the fact that 
Sweet Sadie marks a new period 
in Branner’s artistic life. In 
Minneapolis, he and Scully are 
unpacking wedding presents, 
preparing for Winter, and work¬ 
ing on a new duo show...or 
Forever Hold your Peace. And, 
significantly, Branner has made 
the decision to stop performing 
with the PomoAfroHomos. 

“Personally, I’m at a point 
where I’m interested in doing 
work in which identity is an 
intrinsic part, but isn’t depen¬ 
dent upon the fact that I’m black 
and queer,” Branner says. “I 
think there is some truth to the 
saying that everyone has their 
15 minutes, and then it’s ‘Move 
along, baby.’ Still, as a black 
artist, I want the option of creat¬ 
ing work that’s not necessarily 
about identity. Why should we 
have to create work about who 
we are all the time?” V

Jay’s a vicious fucker 
all right, particularly in 
his revelations about the 
star’s bodily functions, 
such as how often he 
passed gas and how bad 
his dumps smelled. 
When he’s not detailing 
his bowel movements. 
Jay’s disclosing inti¬ 
mate information about 
Divine’s sex life, 
including his affair with

excursions to Times 

_ Square male strip clubs 

where he would “fluff’ 

the performers backstage. 

But the problem with this book isn’t that it’s bitchy, trashy or potty- 
minded. Those are essential ingredients of any decent Divine bio. The 
trouble is that Jay doesn’t offer any insight into Divine - as a person 
or a performer - to pass along with all the dirt. ▼

In its cover story, this week’s Advocate contemplates the 
uproar surrounding Paglia: “Is the controversy driven by her 
provocative ideas or by her larger-than-life personality? “ This is 
a false question. In Paglia, intellect and persona are inextricably 
fused. She isn’t joking when she compares herself to Ross Perot, 
Howard Stem and Rush Limbaugh: “We have widely different 
political views, but all four of us, with our raging egomania and 
volatile comic personae tending toward the loopy, helped restore 
free speech to America.” There’s Paglia in a proverbial nutshell. 
Her book would be more aptly entitled Mind and Megalomania. 

Paglia’s powerful personality demands a personal response. I 
confess that I find her writing exhilarating. Hectoring, hateful, 
contradictory and frequently absurd - but intellectually exhilarat¬ 
ing. At her rocky best, Paglia is exactly what she pretends to be: 
a pre-eminent public thinker who is reshaping the national debate 
on sex and culture into her own cmsading categories. 

Paglia paints in broad - very broad - strokes. As she states in 
her preface to Sexual Personae: Art and Decadence from Nefertiti 
to Emily Dickinson (still her best book), “My method is a form of 
sensationalism: I try to flesh out intellect with emotion and to 
induce a wide range of emotion from the reader.” That she does. 
No one reading Paglia can remain neutral for long. 

The core of Vamps & Tramps is the essay “No Law in the 
Arena: A Pagan Theory of Sexuality.” It is vintage Paglia, which 
is precisely its weakness. All her 
betes noires are here: pusillani¬ 
mous academics, “Betty Crocker” 
feminists, brain-dead “honey-pot” 
lesbians, and “Stalinist” queer 
activists, along with her anarchic 
hero(ine)s: prostitutes, gay men, 
drag queens. This is an exciting 
wilderness if you’ve never seen it 
before, but for anyone familiar 
with Paglia’s previous work, it’s 
pretty much scorched earth. 

“No Law in the Arena” also 
includes Paglia’s most extended 
paean to homosexuality. “Gay men 
are aliens, cursed and gifted, the 
shamans of our time.” They have 
“collectively achieved a fusion of 
Paglia as diva. intellect, emotion, and artistic sen- 

Drawing by C. Hefling. sibility that resembles Goethe’s or 

- Byron’s integration of classicism 

and Romanticism. The intellectual of the twenty-first century, 
trained by an academic system that I am trying to reshape, will 
think like a gay man.” 

Athletes and warriors 

But if Paglia loves gay men, she despises queer activism “with 
its footstamping sense of entitlement.” Her harsh remarks are 
sometimes absurd (as when she morally equates the AIDS epi¬ 
demic with a monsoon in Bangladesh), but more often hilarious: 
“It is ridiculous to assert that gay men are interested only in other 
gay men and would never ogle straight men in barracks showers. 
When I heard this on TV, I burst out laughing. Anyone who 
belongs to a health club knows better.” 

Paglia, to her credit, refuses to shrink from the dictates of her 
logic. Gays in the military would disrupt cohesion. So? 
“Everyone should be free to ogle everyone else, as long as looks 
don’t cross over to touch.” Abortion unquestionably involves vio¬ 
lence against the unborn; nevertheless, “nature’s fascist scheme 
of menstruation and procreation should be defied, as a gross 
infringement of women’s free will.” Paglia exalts the pagan per¬ 
sonae of athlete and warrior. “Ideas must confront ideas,” she 
boldly insists. “Opposition rather than approval, produces the 
sculptural carving out of selfhood.” 

Regrettably, the warrior is not as good as her word. Her chap¬ 
ter on Catharine MacKinnon and Andrea Dworkin refuses to 
engage their arguments on anything close to their own terms. 
Paglia stoops to conquer: Dworkin “pretends to be a daring truth- 
teller but never mentions her most obvious problem: food.” With 
her witchy “tumbleweed hair,” MacKinnon resembles “the batty 
pioneer woman played by Agnes Moorehead on The Twilight 
Zone." This is inspired bitchiness, but it hardly promotes intellec¬ 
tual arete (valor). 

In fact, Paglia’s brutal remarks about fellow feminists, les¬ 
bians, and other female thinkers, suggest that she is a bitter gay 
man trapped in a lesbian’s body. It’s hard to avoid the impression 
that her heroes are mainly men (even men who dress like women) 
and her enemies women. Edward Said receives measured acco¬ 
lades, while Susan Sontag is savaged in what must be (uninten¬ 
tionally) the campiest essay Paglia has ever written. Its hallucina¬ 
tory sense of injustice is worthy of The Valley of the Dolls. 

When Paglia lectured in San Francisco two years ago, she 
claimed that academics largely reject her work, while artists cel¬ 
ebrate it. I can see why. Paglia’s most original work has brilliance 
and verve to recommend it, but it requires a considerable negative 
capability to be enjoyed. Caveat lector. ▼ 



‘Family Album’

The story begins in 1990, with Ward thumbing 
through the family photo album following Faye’s 
funeral. As he looks back on their 40 years together, 
he recalls both the ups and downs of the couple’s tur¬ 
bulent marriage. 

The two first meet during the Korean War. It’s 
love at first sight. Upon his return to LA after the 
war, Ward courts Faye and the two soon wed. Over 
the next few years, she bears their children and quits 
her acting career to stay home and raise a family. 

But Ward mismanages his family’s fortune and 
the Thayers fall on hard times. Faye returns to work. 
Ward turns to the bottle. He then has an affair and 
Faye kicks him out. She establishes herself as a top- 
notch director. A few years later, she and Ward rec¬ 
oncile. He moves back into the house and becomes 
her producer on several successful films. 

The kids grow up. One son is gay. Ward finds out, 
disowns him, feels guilty about it and has another 
affair. Faye kicks him out again (and we’re still only 
halfway through this epic!). Between Ward’s philan¬ 
dering, and her kids’ struggles to become adults, it’s 
a small wonder Faye doesn’t die earlier in the film. 

Queer and hot, hot, hot 

Now to the gay stuff: The Thayer’s oldest child, 
Lionel (newcomer Joe Flanigan), is the queer one - 
he’s artistic, you know. He’s also hot, hot, hot! With 
his jet-black hair and blue eyes, Flanigan could pass 
for one of those Baldwin guys - and he’s just that 
butch, too, which does get tiresome. 

Sure, gay roles on TV are more common than they 
used to be - it’s even become fashionable for straight 
actors to portray gay men - but I’ve come to the con¬ 


clusion that none of these TV actors will ever invest 
their gay characters with an ounce of authenticity. 
After all, what might that say about their own sexu¬ 
ality? Now I amuse myself by gauging how straight 
these actors will play up their gay roles. On a scale of 
1-10, Flanigan gets a 9. 

Luckily, the script itself locks Lionel into a certain 
amount of gay behavior. Aside from his artistic bent 
- he’s a photographer - Lionel falls for his brother’s 
best friend John, who is also gay. In fact. Ward first 
finds out about Lionel’s sexuality after seeing his son 
with John. Of course, it’s hard to tell what really tips 
Ward off here: John’s head in Lionel’s lap, or Carole 
King’s Tapestry album playing in the background? - 
they’re both such telling signs. 

In all fairness, the script does cast Lionel in a posi¬ 
tive light. He comes out to his mom at the early age of 
18 - and this is 1970. Coming out at any age was hard¬ 
ly common then. Also, he never caves into his father 
and when Ward finally does seek a rapprochement with 
his son, Lionel demands that Ward accept John as well. 

Surprisingly, the film’s most authentic gay image 
has nothing to do with Lionel. It’s a cameo appear¬ 
ance by John Waters as a B-grade horror film direc¬ 
tor. Near the end of the movie, Lionel’s sister, 
Valerie, quits college to star in her first film, which 
appears to be a remake of the Creature from the 
Black Lagoon. And there is Waters, persuading 
Valerie to show more skin. It’s a classic TV moment. 

There are plenty of stories in this TV film, not just 
gay ones. Each cast member has his/her own series of 
trials and tribulations - ad infinitum - which is pre¬ 
cisely what makes this saga so enjoyable. And Jaclyn 
Smith has never been better. She’s the perfect TV 
heroine for the ’90s: vacuous, yet intelligent. So if 
you’re in the mood to “veg out” Family Album’s the 
perfect thing to put on the tube. It’s not a must see, 
but it’s good for a hoot. ▼

Wolff, Temirkanov and Feltsman at Symphony 


Symphony Roasts Old Chestnuts

T he San Francisco 
Symphony is fighting its 
first budget deficit in 
years with some very 
cautious programming and 
respected guest artists. The ‘old 
chestnuts’ of the concert reper¬ 
toire are not guaranteeing full 
houses, however, and the artistic 
results have been decidedly 


mixed. 

Hugh Wolff, music director 
of the Saint Paul Chamber 
Orchestra, made a return trip to 
Davies Hall recently with a pro¬ 
gram that might have been sub¬ 
titled “parade of melody.” 
Joining Wolff on stage was 
guest soloist Kyung-Wha 
Chung, a South Korean violin¬ 
ist, who played Samuel Barber’s 
gorgeous Violin Concerto. That 
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alone should have guaranteed a 
full house, but there were still a 
surprising number of empty 
seats for a Friday concert. 

The performance itself was 
strong, and Chung used her 
striking stage presence to full 
advantage in the more expres¬ 
sive pages of the score. Opening 
the concert with Barber’s 
bustling Overture to The School 
for Scandal, Wolff brought 
chamber-music clarity to each 
of these luxuriously orchestrat¬ 
ed works. 

Sandwiched between the 
Barber pieces and a big-hearted 
reading of Dvorak’s Symphony 
No. 5 was British composer 
George Benjamin’s Sudden 
Time, which received its U.S. 
premiere in these performances. 

Benjamin employs a very 
large orchestra with some very 
exotic percussion to create a 
sound world that is at turns 
complicated and seductive. The 
audience didn’t pretend to 
understand, but there was no 
doubt as to the rich interest of 
the music. The composer was 
present for an interview before 
the performance and cheerfully 
received the tentative ovation 
that followed the performance. 

It was pleasant to hear some 
Dvorak other than the New 
World Symphony or Symphonic 
Dances, yet one couldn’t help 
wondering what Wolff was try¬ 
ing to accomplish with such a 
relatively anti-climactic finish. 

Last week’s concerts were far 
less successful, though more 
than a few concertgoers would 
probably disagree. Russian con¬ 
ductor Yuri Temirkanov returned 
to Davies with his strange tech¬ 
nique and some very tired reper¬ 
toire. If you’re going to do 
Scheherazade for the umpteenth 
time, you’d better have some¬ 
thing special to say with it. 

Temirkanov might have a 
unique approach - he substitutes 
a bizarre battery of sweeping 
gestures and facial tics for a 
baton - but the musicians 
remained largely unimpressed 
(no real eye contact throughout). 
For them, this seemed merely 
yet another visit with Rimsky-

Korsakov’s familiar and undeni¬ 
ably beautiful score. 

Concertmaster Raymond 
Kobler was an unenchanting 
voice for the seductress, so other 
soloists were left to supply the 
missing magic. Oboist William 
Bennett and clarinetist David 
Breeden had the requisite touch, 
but even their efforts couldn’t 
lift a fitfully exciting perfor¬ 
mance to the level of awe for 
which Termirkanov was aiming. 

The evening began with 
Mozart’s charming Overture to 
The Marriage of Figaro, a 
strange but enjoyable choice. 
Pianist Vladimir Feltsman then 
essayed Mozart’s dark Piano 
Concerto No. 24 in C minor 
with cadenzas by Alfred 
Schnittke. 


Feltsman plays Mozart the 
way he plays Bach, with a hard, 
muscular tone that avoids deli¬ 
cacy or sentimentality. It’s not 
an unwelcome approach and I 
found the new cadenzas absorb¬ 
ing, but one wished for more 
warmth and expression in the 
middle movement and a more 
yielding touch throughout. 

The soloist appeared trim 
and serious - he wore a suit that 
looked suspiciously priestly. 
The audience was pleased, but 
not as ecstatic as they appeared 
to be for the Scheherazade. 
Personally, I draw the line at 
standing ovations for this kind 
of performance - maybe they 
were just putting their coats on 
and got caught during that one 
curtain call too many. ▼

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: n athletics there are many 

ways to have an effect on a 

; team. You can show off 
your talents, encourage 
others, prod and coax a superior 
performance from your team¬ 
mates, or lead by example. 

Sometimes a team’s inspira¬ 
tion comes from the most 
unlikely source(s). Such was the 
case with 29-year-old New 
Zealander Robert Berry, whose 
performance at Gay Games IV 
didn’t win him any medals but 
helped inspire his teammates to 
a mountain of them. 

Berry joined the San 
Francisco Track & Field Club in 
January because, according to 
him, “I wanted to do something 
social in the community.” He 
wanted to train with the team 
but wasn’t necessarily bent on 
competing. Although he had 
some previous distance running 
experience, he had never run on 
a track before and was unsure 
which event he was best suited 
for. 

“When Robert first appeared, 
track running was all new to 
him,” explained coach Frank 
Demby. “He was reluctant to 
compete in the track meets we 
had prior to the Gay Games in 
June, and he had no intention of 
participating in the Games at 
all.” 

With the help of Demby’s 
coaching and the encourage¬ 
ment of his fellow runners. 
Berry soon discovered his niche 
in the 800 and 1500 meters. 
Swept up in the enthusiasm of 
preparing for the Games, Berry 
eventually decided to give it a 
try and registered a day before 
the deadline. 

“I had heard of the Gay 
Games, but I’d never been to 
one, and with only a few months 
of training, I didn’t feel like I 
was ready to compete on that 
level,” Berry said. “But the team 
really helped me feel like I 
could do it. They were so sup¬ 
portive I just sort of shrugged 
my shoulders and said ‘Why 
not?’ ” 

Berry participated in one 
meet a week prior to leaving for 
the New York Gay Games. His 
experience at the Los Gatos 
Track & Field Classic helped 
him gain the confidence he 
needed to compete in the Big 
Apple. 

Because of how the Gay 
Games track & field was sched¬ 
uled, Berry turned out to be the 
first competitor for San 
Francisco on the track, running 
in the qualifying heats of the 
800 meters. 

“I don’t think any of us on 
the team realized how important 
Robert’s performance in that 
race was,” Demby commented. 
“The team had come prepared to 
do its best - and we were all 
anxious to compete - but we 
still needed some validation, 
some inspiration, to set us off in 
a positive way.” 

Clever tactics 

That inspiration came from 
Berry. He needed to finish in the 
top three in his preliminary race 
to qualify for the 800-meter 


finals. As the race started. Berry 
lagged behind in the back half 
of the pack, his slow but steady 
pace keeping him in the chase. 
On the final lap. Berry steadily 
crept up on runner after runner 
until he was solidly in third 
place, and with a stunning fin¬ 
ishing kick, he crossed the fin¬ 
ish line and qualified for the 
finals. 

“It was a great tactical race,” 
commented veteran runner and 
team member Rick Thoman. 
“Robert sat in the back of the 
pack and ran his own race. As 
the front runners burned out on 
the final lap, he made his move 
and captured his spot in the 
finals. It was so beautifully run, 
I think that was all the motiva¬ 
tion and confirmation the team 
needed to go out and equal or 
better Robert’s performance. He 
certainly inspired me.” 

According to Demby, “You 
have to realize Robert was not a 
‘star’ runner. He had only begun 
running on the track in January. 
But he pulled together every¬ 
thing he had learned in those 
short six months in that qualify¬ 
ing race. He made it look so 
smooth and easy that it gave the 
rest of us the confidence we 
needed to go and perform at our 
best.” 

Berry undoubtedly got the 
San Francisco steamroller run¬ 
ning as the team sped away to 
over 100 medals in Gay Games 
IV. He eventually finished fifth 
in the 800 finals with a personal 
best clocking of 2:20, was sixth 
in the 1500 meters, and ran his 
fastest time ever in the 5000 
meters at 20:19. None of the 
team’s multitude of medals 
came his way, but he certainly 
had a role in inspiring a great 
many of them. 

“You don’t need to win a 
medal to make an impact on the 
team,” stated Thoman. “Robert 
was a prime example of that. 
His achievements were just as 
superlative as those who took 
home multiple medals. Our goal 
in track is to perform at your 
personal best level, regardless of 
receiving a medal for that per¬ 
formance or not. Robert’s PRs 
speak just as highly of him as an 
athlete with a neck full of gold 
medals.” 

Berry recently left his adopt¬ 
ed home of San Francisco for a 
work assignment in Okinawa, 
Japan. But he vows to return in 
1998 to be part of the San 
Francisco track team at the 
Amsterdam Gay Games V. 

“I’m hooked now. It was 
great being a part of that group 
and experiencing the acceptance 
of the Games,” Berry said. 
“There’s a nice track nearby 
where I’ll be working, and I’m 
going to keep my running up. 
Frank [Demby] has given me 
lots of workouts to keep me 
busy and in shape, and I know 
I’ll be ready to make another 
contribution to the team in 
1998.” 

The San Francisco Track & 
Field Club is currently on hia¬ 
tus, but plans to be back on track 
with regular workouts in 
January 1995. An optional con-
